Dear Editor, 

In “Point Austin” [News, Feb. 15], Kent 
Anschutz says, “What’s so puzzling to me ... 
is why the law-abiding gun-owner thinks that to 
keep guns out of the hands of criminals and 
the mentally ill somehow threatens them.” What 
puzzles me is where exactly Mr. Anschutz thinks 
gun control is keeping guns away from criminals. 
Is it California, where absurdist gun control laws 
somehow don’t stop 1,200-1,300 gun murders 
every year - twice as many as gun-crazy Texas? 
Is it Chicago, with 339 gun murders in 2010, 
when the Supreme Court ruled the city’s handgun 
ban unconstitutional? It’s almost as if criminals 
aren’t obeying the law. Shocking. 

There are more than 350 million guns in 
America, and it’s childish to think that banning X 
or Y gun or accessory will magically make the mil- 
lions in circulation just disappear. Firearm retailers 
reported 3-5 years worth of sales in three months; 
unless you invest in magic-wand technology, you 
simply are not going to get rid of all those evil 
bogeyman rifles that scare you so much (despite 
being responsible for less than a quarter as many 
homicides as hands and feet). Does “doing the 
same thing over and over again and always expect- 
ing a different result” not define “crazy” anymore? 
You can’t end gun violence by making guns illegal 
any more than you can end drug-related violence 
by making drugs illegal. Until everyone has a job, 
decent health care, a home, and food on the table, 
violence will keep happening. Rule four of basic 
firearms safety is “always be sure of your target 
and what is beyond it”; gun control is aiming at an 


inanimate object and hitting my constitutional right 
to defend myself instead. 

I suggest naming the inevitable hysterical anti- 
gun bill the Volstead Gun Control Act, to place it 
in proper intellectual context.

CONSIDER WILDLIFE IN 0AKW00D 
CEMETERY 

Dear Editor, 

I have heard that the city is looking for a new 
maintenance contract for Oakwood Cemetery just 
east of 1-35 between MLK and 14th Street.

> City Council says farewell to February today 
(Thursday) with a not-terribly-long but fairly 
stuffed agenda, including the late-breaking con- 
sideration of an incentives deal for the expan- 
sion of National Instruments Corp. (vote 
expected March 7), resolutions on immigration, 
gun control, and short-term rentals, and at least 
seven public hearings ... if they ever get that far. 

y Hotel developer White Lodging Services Inc. 

has asked the city to halt an investigation into 
unfair wage claims in connection with the con- 
struction of a new Downtown JW Marriott on the 
former Las Manitas tract on Congress Avenue. In 
a four-page letter to the City Council, White Lodg- 
ing attorney Richard Suttle asked the city to 
keep intact a former city official’s apparent mis- 
representation of an ordinance requiring White 
Lodging to pay prevailing wages in exchange for 
$3.8 million in fee waivers. Former Assistant 
City Manager Rudy Garza is said to have given 
White Lodging the okay to pay wages below what 
Council had required. Garza has since resigned 
and now works with Bury+Partners, a design 
consultant on the White Lodging project. 

y Although negotiations are ongoing, Council is 
holding a Friday meeting to consider settlement 
approval of the Austin Energy rate case at the 

Public Utility Commission, reportedly including 
rate breaks for big suburban consumers. Will the 
suburban lions lie down with the utility lambs? 

y With the single-use plastic bag ban set to 

begin Friday, March 1 - a year after City Council 
enactment - the Texas Retailers Association 

filed a lawsuit Monday attempting to get the ban 
reversed, citing lack of authorization under state 
law. If bags are outlawed, only outlaws will fes- 
toon the landscape with bags.

Overall, the national 
job loss estimate is roughly 700,000, perhaps 
a half-point in unemployment - another 
blow to a still very fragile national economy.

Here’s how “sequester” will look in Texas. 

According to White House estimates, if 
the March 1 budget sequestration cuts take 
effect (as now seems certain), Texas will 
lose roughly $68 million in federal funding 
for public schools - jeopardizing about 930 
teacher and aide positions, and directly 
affecting 280 schools and 172,000 students. 

Another $51 million will be cut from edu- 
cational support for children with 
disabilities - dismissing 620 
teachers, aides, and staff. 

College students will also 
suffer: 4,720 will lose direct 
federal financial aid, and 
another 1,450 will lose 
their work-study jobs - 
meaning, in many cases, 
their ability to stay in 
school by the conserva- 
tive path of “working 
their way through.” 

Some 4,800 Texas chil 
dren will lose their Head 
Start or Early Head Start ser- 
vices - and many of their parents will 
be trying to keep their jobs while seeking 
other forms of child care. 

On the environmental side, Texas will 
lose $8.5 million in funding for clean air and 
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water protections; another $2.2 million will 
be lost for fish and wildlife protection. 

Perhaps public education and the envi- 
ronment are not among your highest priori- 
ties; how about defense funding? Loss of 
$275 million in military support in Texas 
will translate to the loss of 52,000 civilian 
Department of Defense jobs; Army base 
operations funding will drop $233 million; 
the Air Force will lose another $27 
million - numbers that are mak- 
ing the defense officials ner- 
vous about “military readi- 
ness” down the line. 

It goes on from there: 
cuts in law enforcement 
and public safety; job 
search support and train- 
ing; child care for 2,300 
Texas children; 9,730 
fewer child vaccinations; 
major cuts to public health 
emergency support; big hits 
to funds fighting domestic vio- 
lence; major cuts to food aid for 
seniors (e.g., Meals on Wheels). 

That’s just Texas, of course, and there are 
no measurements yet for the economic rip- 
ple effect of abruptly yanking all that money 
out of the state economies in the sequester’s

hearing arguments in Shelby County v. Holder - 
the case challenging the constitutionality of the 
Section 5 “preclearance” provision of the Voting 
Rights Act of 1965. Texas Attorney General 
Greg Abbott has filed an amicus brief in sup- 
port of the plaintiffs, a curious way to celebrate 
Black History Month.

mented immigrants are being released from 
detention because Immigration and Cus- 
toms Enforcement can’t afford to keep them 
locked up. Maybe a few of them can still 
find work while they wait for their deporta- 
tion hearings. They can join the lines form- 
ing behind the newly unemployed teachers. 

If the only humor at hand seems to be of 
the gallows variety, that suggests some- 
thing about the absurd state of our national 
politics. Reportedly, as I write, President 
Obama is meeting with GOP congressional 
leaders in an attempt to find a rational com- 
promise; failing that (as is likely), perhaps 
we can take small comfort in knowing that 
the effects of the wholesale cuts will not be 
felt immediately, and, even before too long, 
“cooler heads will prevail.” 

Disaster by Design 

Except that’s hardly the political pattern 
we’ve been following in recent years. The 
meteoric ascendance of Harvard-trained, 
Texas-grown demagogue Sen. Ted Cruz mir- 
rors at a national level what Texas voters have 
been watching for a decade or more, at least 
since disgraced Tom DeLay redrew the state 
congressional delegation in his own image. 
With districts as gerrymandered as they are, 
there’s no electoral reward for compromise - 
even one as lukewarm as that offered by Lite 
Guv David Dewhurst - and our state politics, 
in a winner-take-all system, have accordingly 
become dominated by the hardest-right vot- 
ers of the Republican primary. 

The situation’s a little more complicated in 
Congress, where the Senate has held an elas- 
tic line against the worst reactionary excess- 
es. But when the Democratic leadership is 
willing to allow the GOP minority, through 
automatic filibusters, an effective veto over 
majority rule, we get our current situation: a 
steamroller in Texas and gridlock in D.C. 

Which returns us to the absurdities of 
“sequestration” and the entire “austerity” 
program that has been so successful at crip- 
pling European economies that our leaders - 
Democratic and Republican alike - want to 
reimpose it here. We’re fed relentless main- 
stream media headlines about “Fixing the 
Debt” - a billionaire-sponsored euphemism 
for undermining Social Security, Medicare, 
and Medicaid for the benefit of billionaire tax 
breaks. We’re told to pay more attention to 
long-term, conjectured deficits instead of the 
job creation and economic revitalization - and 
even basic, necessary investments in infra- 
structure - that would do more than anything 
else to make those deficit projections collapse. 

I wish I could believe we’ve turned a cor- 
ner on such nonsense, but facing an 
absurdist policy like the sequester - which 
all sides consider so foolish that they’re 
spending most of their time blaming each 
other for imposing it - there doesn’t seem to 
be much reason for optimism. Maybe when 
the cuts begin to take actual effect, suffi- 
cient public pressure will force a temporary 
return to reason. At least until the next 
manufactured crisis. ■

THE QUESTION YOU WONT HEAR IN AUSTIN ANYMORE: 
‘PAPER OR PLASTIC?’ 


Austin may not be the first city in Texas to 
ban “single-use” bags, but it’s the first to get 
thumped with a lawsuit over the new ordi- 
nance, which goes into effect Friday, March 1. 

The Texas Retailers Association on 
Monday filed a lawsuit claiming Austin’s bag 
ban violates a section of the state health 
and safety code, which prohibits municipali- 
ties from restricting the bags “for solid waste 
management purposes.” The lawsuit cites the 
ordinance’s express language to back up its 
claim - that the “successful reduction of sin- 
gle-use carryout bags entering the city’s solid 
waste stream ... will help the city achieve its 
goal of ‘Zero Waste’ by the year 2040.” The 
city has not yet responded to the suit. 

TRA President Ronnie Volkening said the 
group is not seeking an immediate injunction 
and is advising its members to comply with 
the ordinance while the case is pending. 
“We’re asking the court for clarity,” he said. 
The lawsuit further states that retailers will 
be harmed because customers will head to 
stores outside the city and that in-city stores 
will likely pass on increased costs to custom- 
ers to offset additional costs. 

While the trade group views the new law as 
a lose-lose proposition, local enviros see a 
win-win all around when weighed against the 
damage wrought by single-use bags, especially 
the lightweight plastic variety. “We are talking 
about hundreds of millions of [single-use] 
bags a year that are given out right now in 
Austin - this costs us as taxpayers,” said 
Robin Schneider, executive director of Texas 
Campaign for the Environment. “We don’t 
see the costs at the register, but we pay for it 
through our tax dollars, and the environment 
pays for it every day in incalculable costs.” 

SINGLE-USE BAG WOES 

Austinites pay for the damage, Schneider 
went on, when plastic bags jam up the recy- 
cling machinery, clog storm water drains, lit- 


ter the roadways, and attach themselves to 
tree limbs, requiring frequent cleanups. “We 
pay for all of that,” she said. “It’s impossible 
to get away from - in fact, any corner of the 
globe that has not taken progressive action 
on these single-use bags has these same 
issues.” (The new law exempts some single- 
use bags for certain food items and dry 
cleaning operations.) 

I must confess that I was slow to jump on 
the bag-ban bandwagon, for two reasons: 
First, like many other people, I make - er, 
used to make - good reuse of the so-called 
single-use bags. And from a per- 
sonal perspective, I viewed 
the plastic bag hoopla as 
a clever political distrac- 
tion, conveniently pop- 
ping up at a time 
when the community 
was engaged in a 
fierce debate about 
the need for Water 
Treatment Plant 
No. 4 (a question that 
persists today, even in 
its nearly completed 
state). So there was some 
petty resistance on my part, but 
I’ve since come around. 

If Texas supermarket giant H-E-B is show- 
ing any resistance, you wouldn’t know it by 
their marketing campaign alerting shoppers 
about big bag changes ahead. This weekend, 
they’ll be giving away “hundreds of thou- 
sands” of reusable bags at all their H-E-B 
stores in Austin. Some enviros were a little 
peeved at the city for allowing stores to apply 
for a one-year “emergency option,” by which 
customers who forget their reusable bags 
can pay $1 (per transaction) for as many sin- 
gle-use bags as they need to haul their gro- 
ceries home. So far, H-E-B is the only retailer 
to apply for and receive the “last-resort” 
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option. While company 
] I spokeswoman Leslie Sweet 

■ I says the chain would prefer 
“voluntary compliance” in 
place of a mandatory ordi- 
m nance, H-E-B was nonetheless 
TS able to respond perhaps more 
r quickly than others because of the 
lessons learned from their stores in 
Brownsville, the first city in the state to 
enact bag restrictions, followed by South 
Padre Island and Fort Stockton. 

Switching to cloth bags or bags that can 
withstand 100 uses is not all that difficult, 
Schneider insists. “It’s only in the last few 
decades that we’ve been accustomed to get- 
ting free bags.” As new bag laws have taken 
effect in other countries and in cities across 
the U.S., people adapted and moved on with 
their lives, she said. “That’s what we’re going 
to be doing here in Austin.” ■

Night Bikes: 

First Step to 
24-Hour Trails? 

For years, many Austinites have used city trails to get 
home at night - finding the bike paths a much safer option 
than the congested, drunken obstacle course that defines 
some of the more popular Downtown roadways. For the 
first time, beginning June 1, people who choose to avoid the 
streets for their late-night commute will no longer be break- 
ing the law - as long as they are on bikes, and as long as 
they stick to the Ann and Roy Butler Hike and Bike Trail, 
the Johnson Creek Trail, or the Shoal Creek Trail as far as 
38th Street. 

The original idea, formally proposed by Council Member 
Chris Riley, was simply to make legal an activity that many 
residents had been doing for quite a while, openly and with 
little incident. But making the practice legal - even for a 
pilot program - proved more complicated than Riley antici- 
pated. Although funding for the pilot was ultimately sup- 
ported by everyone on City Council but Mayor Lee 
Leffingwell and Council Member Bill Spelman, by that 
point the debate had generated enough backlash that few 
proponents thought it would be funded at all. When it was 
discussed at Council’s Feb. 12 budget work session, Riley 
reminded his colleagues that the intention of the program 
was not to figure out a way to “spend a bunch more money” 
or best police city trails. 

The original proposition was to open the trails for pedes- 
trians and bicyclists alike, but that plan was scrapped after 
the Austin Police Department estimated the public safety 
cost would be astronomical. In December, APD Assistant 
Chief Raul Munguia told Council that to open the trails at 
night (currently they are officially closed from 10pm to 
5am), his department would need about $3 million a year 
for overtime. Council balked at that estimate and put the 
plan on hold. 

In early February, Council discussed the new plan that 
would incorporate park rangers, conceived in principle to 
help reduce costs. Instead, the annual estimate jumped 
from $3.1 million to $3.7 million - the ranger expense had 
simply been added on top of APD’s staffing request. That 
still didn’t sit well with the Council - they approved the 
concept of opening trails, but deferred a decision on fund- 
ing. Two weeks later, the proposal had been scaled back to 
bikes only, lowering the potential cost in officer overtime to 
just over $1 million annually - if the program survives what 
is now a one-year, three-trail pilot. The overtime money is 
earmarked for two teams of two officers to patrol the trails 
on all-terrain vehicles. Council approved an initial $350,000 
for this year’s budget. 


Council Member Laura Morrison was glad that the fig- 
ure came down, saying there was “no way” she would have 
been able to support the larger estimates. (After the vote, 
she wondered just how reasonable $1.05 million annually 
would have seemed if it weren’t being compared to a cost 
nearly three times higher.) 

Lifting the curfew solely for bikes - which carry their 
own lights and are less likely than pedestrians to be tar- 
geted for crime - raised APD Chief 
Art Acevedo’s “comfort level” and 
therefore lowered the cost. He 
explained that limiting the trails to 
bikes would make it easier to deter- 
mine whether people on the trails 
were using them for transportation 
or malfeasance. “By limiting it to 
bikes, it affords us the opportunity 
to spot potential problems. ... If you are on a bike, we 
expect you to be on it, riding it, not hanging out in the 
park,” he explained. 

Robin Stallings, the executive director of BikeTexas, 
said safety fears should be considered in a broader context. 


While he knows of very few bike muggings in the state, 
each year approximately 50 bike-riding Texans are killed 
by automobiles. While it’s a good idea to have city parks 
patrolled by police, he said, the actual risk of being assault- 
ed is probably higher within the city’s entertainment dis- 
tricts than on the trails. 

Although he voted against the appropriation, Spelman 
believes the ultimate costs will be lower than projected 
and the threat to public safety less 
than feared. Riley has argued that 
all along, and he notes that the cost 
of police overtime is generally 
higher than what would be an 
annual, regularly budgeted 
expense in the future. 

That’s good news for bike advo- 
cates such as Stallings, who argue 
the trails are essential transportation infrastructure. As a next 
step, he fully expects to see the Boardwalk Trail at Lady Bird 
Lake - constructed in part with transportation funds - open 
around the clock when it opens next year. “I am certain that 
the boardwalk will be open for transportation uses, and trans- 
portation doesn’t just stop after the daylight hours,” said 
Stallings. “The Boardwalk Trail was sold as a transportation 
corridor, just like the [open all night] PfLuger bridge, and I 
believe it’s going to get a lot of traffic in a very positive way. 
. . . It’s going to make Austin an even better place.” 

Riley envisions that eventually all of the bike trail infra- 
structure feeding into the Butler Trail would be available at 
all times, but he acknowledges that may require a paradigm 
shift in public thinking. “Really, the police ought to be able 
to respond to issues arising on the trail - on any trail - late 
at night,” he said. “Ideally, we would just recognize the 
trails are there, just like the roads are there. Just as when 
you open a new road, you have your existing police force 
that is ready to respond to issues arising on that road, you’d 
have your police ready to respond to issues arising on the 
trail, and there wouldn’t be a specific price tag associated 
with opening that trail.” - Elizabeth Pagano

A Whopping Bond and a New 
Eastside Plan ... at High Speed 


Sell a bond election and save a school. 

In two votes on Monday, Feb. 25, the 
Austin Independent School District board 
of trustees set themselves two huge goals to 
achieve before the summer break. They 
approved four bond proposals - totaling 
$892 million - to be placed on the ballot for 
May 11 and approved a timeline to present 
a new plan for Eastside Memorial High 
School to Commissioner of Education 
Michael Williams before the end of the cur- 
rent school year.

Before the weekend, the draft bond stood 
at $883 million, but the board met on 
Saturday to finesse the proposal and add a 
few more items, such as upping the size of 
the new theatre at the Ann Richards School 
for Young Women Leaders and adding a 
new dance floor at McCallum High. 
However, they had still not reached una- 
nimity by Monday, especially over the $20 
million to convert the Eastside’ s Ridgeview 
campus (formerly the old Anderson High 
campus, currently the Alternative Learning 
Center) to host the planned school for 
young men. Separate requests from trust- 
ees Ann Teich and Robert Schneider to 
place that initiative in its own bond pro- 
posal failed. Schneider was undeterred and 
said he had “numerous concerns” about 
how Ridgeview - which the administration 
had previously called unusable - had sud- 
denly become an ideal site. 

With that issue arguably settled, the board 
started a discussion about the Eastside time- 
line that stretched well past midnight. A lit- 
tle background: After the board kicked 
IDEA Public Schools out of the Eastside 
Memorial Vertical Team, Commissioner 
Williams said they were violating their state- 
implemented reconstitution plan and 
ordered them to find a new external partner 
agency. At Monday’s meeting, the board 
approved a timeline and a process for find- 
ing a new partner that will work for and with 
them on the campus. If they cannot do so, 
Williams has the option of closing the cam- 
pus or handing it over to a charter operation. 

Both projects face major hurdles. 
Regarding Eastside, the board is hoping

they can blindly work out exactly what 
Williams wants, since he has given little 
concrete indication of what he requires 
from the district. His June 5 deadline means 
the district must have the request for pro- 
posal available for potential partners by 
March 7, have a top contender selected 
before May, and presumably have a firm 
agreement and plan in place by the end of 
that month. However, many details, such as 
who will sit on the applicant vetting com- 
mittee, still have to be hammered out. As 
for the bond, the board has less than three 
months to convince Austin voters to back 
nearly a billion dollars for construction. 
Before the meeting, board President Vince 
Torres conceded, “If the meeting finishes 
at midnight, then the sales job starts at 
12 : 01 .” - Richard Whittaker

Jockeying for Judge

In case you’re wondering, the 2014 Texas 
party primaries (March 4, 2014) are only a 
year away. 

That might seem like quite a while to 
most voters, but most voters aren’t candi- 
dates - and potential candidates are already 
jockeying for early position (and endorsers, 
and funders). We’re already hearing specu- 
lation about the 2014 Austin mayoral field 
(though that election won’t be until the next 
November) and, after incumbent Sam 
Biscoe ’s announcement last fall that he 
would not seek re-election next year, about 
the likely candidates to succeed him as 
Travis County judge. On the Democratic 
Party side (de facto where the action is in 
Travis), three names have been prominent- 
ly mentioned: former state Sen. Gonzalo 
Barrientos, Precinct 2 Commissioner 
Sarah Eckhardt, and county Democratic 
Party Chairman Andy Brown. 

On Feb. 20, the likely Dem field dropped 
to two, as Barrientos announced, in a Plaza 
Saltillo press conference, that he’s decided 
not to run. He cited his long record of 
public service, thanked those present 
for their confidence and support, then 
said: “I choose not to run for county 
judge in 2014 and instead ask you to 
join me in urging County Com- 
missioner Sarah Eckhardt to run.” 
Barrientos praised Eckhardt’ s experi- 
ence and skills, adding that she has “the 
values of a true public servant.” He went on 
to note that the commissioner’s father, the 
late Congressman Bob Eckhardt, many 
years ago had helped argue the lawsuit 
(. Delgado v. Bastrop ) that desegregated 
Bastrop schools, where Barrientos was a 
student. “That brave effort,” concluded 
Barrientos, “changed my life and the lives 
of millions of children.” 

Eckhardt was on hand at the press con- 
ference and was moved by the introduction, 
especially the senator’s recollection of her 
father. “If I could tell my father,” she told 
the crowd, “that a son of Bastrop who was 
helped by a decision that he helped argue, 
more than 50 years ago, is now reaching out 
his hand to help me - it just proves, once 
again, history shows that we are one people, 


and that sharing is our destiny.” But 
Eckhardt was predictably coy on whether 
she would, indeed, run for judge - in part 
because state law requires that prior to any 
announcement or filing, she must “resign 
to run” and step down from her commis- 
sioner’s post for the risky attempt at the 
judge’s chair. She told the audience that 
she still does not know if she will run, but 
continued, “I ask you all today to help to 
find a way to share our prosperity and our 
responsibilities in Travis County, whether 
or not I run for county judge.” 

After her brief speech (which certainly 
sounded like a candidate warm-up, albeit 
interrupted by an angry heckler, former 
Travis County Executive Manager Alicia 
Perez), Eckhardt told the Chronicle that 
while officially she has until the end of the 
primary filing deadline to decide, “If one 
waits until the end of the filing deadline, 
the race would probably be over. . . . Public 
service requires personal sacrifice. I have to 
weigh how much I’m willing to sacrifice.” 


She’ll also need to decide if she can over- 
come the head start already gained by 
Brown. He had raised more than $70,000 as 
of last week and held a fundraiser Sunday 
that listed dozens of prominent Dem sup- 
porters, including former gubernatorial 
candidate Bill White, former House 
Speaker Ben Barnes, Chuck Herring, Glen 
Maxey, and a host of other prominent 
Dems. Asked about Brown at his press con- 
ference, Barrientos would say only, “Andy 
Brown is a good man and has done a good 
job” as party chair. 

A couple of days later, Brown returned 
the compliment, saying only, “I have great 
respect for Senator Barrientos.” Brown said 
he’d had lunch with Eckhardt perhaps 
three weeks ago, and Eckhardt said she 
remained undecided. He hastened to note 


that he hasn’t officially announced yet 
either and would do so later in the year. 
Brown said he hoped “to bring new leader- 
ship to the Commissioners Court. The court 
right now is the exact same court that we 
had in 2007,” he continued, “and I’ve got 
history of being an activist, working hard to 
bring people together for progressive causes 
all my life. While I think that the current 
court is doing a fine job of running day-to- 
day operations, I think we need to be sure 
that we are looking at the long-term chal- 
lenges of the entire region.” 

Brown mentioned the explosive growth 
of the county and, more specifically, the 
increase in both the elderly population and, 
on the other hand, an incoming group of 
Austin ISD students of whom 65% are low- 
income and qualify for reduced-price lunch- 
es. “So we’ve got a lot of demographic chal- 
lenges,” Brown continued, “and I just want 
to make sure that we are addressing those. 
...I want to make sure that we have built 
the relationships and made the long-term 
plans that we need to make, so that we 
don’t look back in 20 or 40 years and 
say that we’ve lost the Travis County 
that we love.” 

When he steps down next year, 
Biscoe will have served as judge for 16 
years, and, before that, for nine years 
as Precinct 1 commissioner. He said 
he has no plans to endorse a successor, add- 
ing, “I reserve the right to change my 
mind.” He did cheerfully provide a laundry 
list of qualities needed by a county judge, 
including: “politically savvy,” “the ability to 
collaborate and cooperate,” “ability to pri- 
oritize,” “to be fair, and also to project fair- 
ness,” and “patience and willingness to see 
the other side.” Most importantly, he said, 
“You need to be smart - and I don’t mean 
superintendent, just smart enough to read 
a whole lot of materials that are on the 
court’s agenda every Tuesday, on many 
subjects. And at some point, you’ve got to 
be decisive, based on the facts before you.” 
All useful advice for candidates on the 
cusp of making a run. - Michael King

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APD Occupies ‘Occupy’: 

A Half-Dozen Infiltrators? 


The Houston arrest of six members of 
Occupy Austin during a 2011 port action - 
part of a national solidarity day - led to the 
discovery last year that three Austin Police 
officers had infiltrated the movement. The 
protesters were charged with “possession of 
a criminal instrument” in their use of “lock- 
boxes” - PVC “sleeves” that allow protesters 
to link themselves together. According to 
the Austin Occupiers, police officers 
Shannon Dowell, Deek Moore, and Rick 
Reza encouraged the decision to create and 
use the device, effectively entrapping the 
protesters into committing a felony. Those 
charges were later dismissed, but one ques- 


tion continues to nag the APD: Were as 
many as six officers surveilling the actions 
of local Occupiers? 

According to attorney Greg Gladden, who 
represented Austin protester Ronnie Garza, 
documents given to the judge in Garza’s case 
indicated that at least three other officers 
were involved. Those additional names were 
not revealed, however, because the judge 
ruled that they had played no part in the 
“manufacture, adaptation, purchase, or deliv- 
ery” of the lockboxes. “We still do not know 
what their role was in this,” Gladden said. 

APD Chief of Staff David Carter claims 
that the three named officers were the only

ones directly involved with the Occupy 
movement, but that additional officers had 
been identified as potential backup. On 
Feb. 22, Garza released a packet of emails 
regarding Occupy Austin activities received 
as part of the criminal case. In an overview 
on the Occupy Austin website, Garza writes 
that it appears the six undercover officers 
were among more than two dozen APD offi- 
cials involved in keeping tabs on OA. 

Gladden says there is information still 
undetermined, including the extent of fed- 
eral agency surveillance. For Garza’s case, 
Gladden subpoenaed records from the 
Austin Regional Intelligence Center and 
the Department of Public Safety. 
Documents provided by DPS were almost 
entirely redacted, leaving open the ques- 
tions of who was monitoring Occupy Austin 
and why. 

Gladden says he’s considering filing a 
federal Freedom of Information Act request 
and a federal civil rights suit against the 
APD and others. Police are “supposed to be 
using the ... fusion center to [investigate] 
domestic terrorism, not to make the world 


safe from peaceful sit-ins. I think the [APD] 
officers’ misbehavior was intended to chill 
[the Occupiers’] First Amendment right of 
free speech and assembly.” 

Former APD Assistant Chief Sean 
Mannix explained last fall that, according 
to APD, the undercover officers were work- 
ing inside OA in order to safeguard the 
protesters. Nonetheless, Chief Art Acevedo 
said in September, the department would 
conduct a review to ward against any future 
incidents. Carter says the department has 
completed that review, having concluded 
that the officers acted in “good faith” and 
did not entrap protesters. He continued that 
the department will not rule out the possi- 
bility of any future “surveillance opera- 
tions” in “unusual cases like this.” Officers 
assigned would come from the depart- 
ment’s Organized Crime Division with 
vigilant oversight. And all future surveil- 
lance operations of this type will first be 
vetted by either the APD chief or the chief 
of staff, with county prosecutors consulted 
as well. - Jordan Smith 
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Will Senate Restore Women’s 
Health Care Funds? 


Last week, in a move that has encouraged 
women’s health advocates, Sen. Jane Nel- 
son, R-Flower Mound, ranking Senate 
Republican and chair of the Health and 
Human Services Committee, expressed 
“strong support” for adding an additional 
$100 million over the biennium into the 
base budget to provide women’s health ser- 
vices - including access to birth control for 
low-income women. “It’s time for us to 
unite behind solutions we can all agree are 
in the best interest of keeping Texas women 
healthy,” Nelson said in a statement sup- 
porting the early Senate budget discussions 
on health care funding. 

The $100 million - if it survives the full 
budgeting process - would augment a $114 
million proposed biennial budget to cover 
the Texas Women’s Health Program (at 
roughly $35.6 million per year) and the tra- 
ditional family planning program (at rough- 
ly $21.6 million per year). The proposed 
boost in funding would not go to either of 
those programs, however, and would 
instead be included in the Department of 
State Health Services Primary Care 
Services Program, which provides compre- 
hensive primary care to women and men. 

Whether the more than 127,000 women 
who lost access to family planning care in 
2012 - because of the devastating 2011 bud- 
get cuts - would have services restored 
under the $100 million proposed budget 
increase remains unclear. According to 
DSHS, the current primary care program 
incorporates family planning as just a part

of comprehensive coverage and would like- 
ly need to be tweaked to ensure that money 
covers women’s health care. Moreover, the 
eligibility requirements for the primary 
care program are different from those asso- 
ciated with traditional family planning cov- 
erage, making it difficult to know whether 
this would help to either restore or increase 
access to services. 

According to the Guttmacher Institute, 
there are more than one million women in 
Texas in need of family planning services. 
Since 2005, roughly $100 million in biennial 
funding for family planning had been serv- 
ing an average of 205,000 women per year; 




but in 2011, lawmakers intent on cutting 
Planned Parenthood out of the program 
sliced two-thirds of the family planning 
budget, leaving just around $36 million for 
the two-year budget cycle. The drastic cuts 
led to dozens of clinic closures (though only 
about a dozen PP locations shuttered opera- 
tions) and dropped more than 127,000 cli- 
ents from services. 

Indeed, not only is it unclear that the 
proposed infusion of cash would do much to 
repair the damage done by the previous 
cuts, but it is also unclear whether the base 
budget of $114 million is actually accurate. 
Indeed, according to DSHS, $18.7 million of 
the estimated $43.2 million biennial budget 
for family planning is presumed to come 
from federal Title X funds, the only pot of 
money dedicated for family planning cover- 
age. In many states, that money is actually 
granted to nonprofit organizations that 


then administer the grant money to provid- 
ers; for the last several years, Texas’ DSHS 
has been the main grantor of those funds. 
This year, however, multiple applications - 
notably from the Women’s Health and 
Family Planning Association of Texas - 
have been filed to wrest that funding away 
from the state. WHFPT CEO Fran Hagerty 
says her group can ensure the funding goes 
to providers who can serve the most women 
for the least amount of money, without hav- 
ing to worry about which way political 
winds are blowing under the Capitol Dome. 

Nonetheless, Hagerty says she is pleased 
to see that Nelson is standing up for wom- 
en’s health. “She’s been one that never 
wanted to touch this” subject and the con- 
troversies that come with it, Hagerty said. 
She’s now apparently decided “it’s time to 
get on board, and that’s a fantastic thing.”

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In Battling Corporate Greed, Tenacity Matters 


Sometimes, the cost of winning is so great 
that you really lose. 

This little lesson seems to be dawning on 
several food industry powers. Such huge 
processors and retailers as ConAgra, 
PepsiCo, Unilever, and Wal-Mart dumped 
millions of dollars into last November’s mon- 
umental labeling battle over California’s 
Proposition 37, which would’ve required cor- 
porations to tell consumers 
if any of their food products 
contain ingredients with 
genetically manipulated 
DNA. Using piles of political 
cash, deceptive advertising, 
and outright lies - the corpo- 
rate Goliaths squeaked out 
a narrow victory over a scrappy coalition of 
consumers, environmentalists, organic pro- 
ducers, and others. 

But while Big Money “won” the election, 
the corporations lost the hearts and minds 
of their own customers, for they exposed 
themselves as greedheads going to extremes 
to deny people’s right to know what they’re 


putting into their own bodies - and into their 
children’s bodies. That’s not a winning propo- 
sition over the long haul, no matter how 
much political money they throw at it. 

Moreover, far from feeling defeated, the 
pro-labeling coalition was energized by having 
flushed out of hiding the big brand names 
that are secretly putting GMO contaminates 
in our food supply. Having awakened public 
consciousness, the grass- 
roots coalition has flum- 
moxed the genetic manipula- 
tors by not going away. 
Instead, it has already 
expanded the political fight 
for honesty and food purity 
into Connecticut, Missouri, 
New Mexico, Vermont, and Washington state. 

And now, the strength of the issue and 
tenacity of the coalition have pushed a couple 
of dozen major food peddlers - including 
PepsiCo and Wal-Mart - to begin talking 
about switching sides and supporting a 
national labeling law.

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SXSWedu: A Conference and a 
Festival ... Times Two 


It’s pencils down at SXSWedu, and conference executive producer Ron Reed is 
hoping that the education-centered gathering will get top grades and extra credit 
from attendees when they see his team’s creation. With the opening sessions just 
days away, he said, “It takes on a personality and an energy of its own.” 


Last year was SXSWedu’s freshman out- 
ing. For 2013, attendance is expected to 
double. Reed said, “The big thing that 
we’ve done is grown from having been a 
conference last year, to really being a con- 
ference and a festival this year.” All the 
conference elements are still 
there. A revamped volunteer 
advisory board has whittled 
almost 800 session proposals 
down to roughly 150 talks, 
workshops, and panels. Reed 
said he was especially excit- 
ed by the three keynote 
events. Each represents a dif- 
ferent component of modern 
education policy: Detroit 

school principal Asenath 
Andrews (See “A Place Where People 
Know Us,” below) is a hands-on educator; 
Coursera co-founder Andrew Ng and edX 
president Anant Agarwal will have a con- 
versation about massive open online 
courses; and Microsoft founder Bill Gates 
will represent the intervening hand of phi- 
lanthropy. However, Reed said, “We have 



developed a lot of additional engagements 
for our attendees.” 

There will also be 10 education-based 
documentaries screening at the Alamo Ritz, 
which Reed called “a little bit of an homage 
to our friends at SXSW Film.” He’s also 
announced a policy forum in partnership 
with the Texas Tribune, “addressing high- 
relevance policy topics in public and higher 
ed.” And, for somewhat a less passive expe- 
rience, Make magazine co-founder and dis- 
tinguished speaker Dale Dougherty 
(“Hacking the Physical World”) will be host- 
ing a Makerspace “where we’ll have both 
session programming as well as a variety of 
makers on display with 3-D printers and 
laser cutters.” 

And that’s just the beginning, Reed 
said: “My poor staff, after working on that, 
I kind of put a ‘times-two’ on top.” This 
year marks the first 
SXSWedu college and career 
fair: Reed projects up to 
5,000 Central Texas students 
from multiple local school 
districts will come to learn 
about what “college ready” 
really means, from grants to 
graduation paths, and to 
hear directly from employers 
what skills they need. Reed 
said, “We’re really trying to 
reimagine the college fair and focus on the 
needs of students, rather than on the con- 
venience of college recruiters.”

Asenath Andrews: 

‘A Place Where People Know Us’ 


When Asenath Andrews talks about graduating students, 
the stakes are doubled. She’s the founder and principal of 
Detroit’s Catherine Ferguson Academy, and her school 
accepts only pregnant teens and young mothers. So she’s 
fighting for both mother and child. 

Named after Catherine Ferguson, founder of New York’s 
first Sunday school, the high school started in the mid-20th 
century as a Salvation Army program. Pregnant teens and 
young mothers would be sent there for a few weeks - most- 
ly to prepare to have their children adopted. In the 1960s, 
Andrews said, “The story would be that you were traveling 
in Europe, if you were white, and you’d gone down South to 
see relatives, if you were black.” Finally, the Salvation 
Army convinced Detroit public schools to provide some 
teachers. However, Andrews said, “The only way they could 
provide services was to have all the kids declared disabled. 
It was a different time, to be sure.” 

It finally took a new special ed director to stand up and 
say that a pregnant girl is not disabled for the program to 
be moved into alternative education. Another member of 
the administration reached out to Andrews to see if she 
wanted to take it over. At the time, she was working in a 
school for the gifted and talented and was finishing up 
her Ph.D. in educational psychology. When she arrived, 


she said, “There were just 40 girls and me and four teach- 
ers.” But she had goals: “I came with the expectation that 
I would get, and my kids would deserve, everything that 
everybody else got.” In 1986, the program became a full- 
fledged high school, but that transformation did not 
begin with the administration; it started with Andrews 
and her team asking the girls what they needed. She 
explained, “They said, ‘We need a place where we can 
bring our children. We also need a place where people 
know us.’ The success of the school was shaped by the 
needs of the girls.” 

The school is more than just a regular 9-to-12th-grade 
campus with a day care. With a four-day week, the program 
is intensive, but with leeway for young mothers’ needs. 
There is no minimum attendance requirement, but stu- 
dents must prove they understand the material. 
Additionally, there is support for the babies and toddlers, 
with almost as many teachers and staff for them as for their 
mothers. While there is a lot of discussion about pre-K giv- 
ing kids a head start, Andrews said, “Age 0-3 is probably 
more significant than 3-5.” Her aim is to provide “on-site 
early education, because ‘child care’ denotes a passive ‘we 
feed you and make sure you don’t hurt yourself.’”

Dale Dougherty: Hacking 
the Physical World 


The extra services don’t come cheap, 
and Andrews admits the budget takes 
“a little magic and a lot of blessings.” 
Sometimes it means making trade-offs. 
She said, “We never had a social worker, 
we never had a librarian . . . but teachers 
who are really committed to kids can 
tell you what we can do without, what 
we can’t do without, and what extra 
responsibilities we’re going to take on.” 
Enrichment programs - like the school’s 
urban farm - can change lives but hol- 
low out the finances. To take some stu- 
dents to South Africa, Andrews took any 
speaking engagement she could. “I 
went to one place and they’d pay me 
$200 and I’m talking in the back of a 
grocery store, and I’d go to another 
place and they’d pay me $2,000 to talk in 
a library.” 

The school has a 90% graduation rate 
- yet Andrews still hears disdain from 
tut-tutting community members and 
even fellow educators. She recalled one 
district fine arts festival at which she 
was told that it was inappropriate for 
her students to dance in front of the 
audience. She withdrew her school from 
the festival completely. She said, “If we 
can’t have full participation, we won’t 
do it.” 

In May 2011, the stakes for Ferguson 
got higher. Michigan’s Republican Gov. 
Rick Snyder installed former General 
Motors vice president Roy Roberts as 
emergency financial manager; since 
then, in a brutal culling, he’s closed 10 
schools and consolidated six more. The 
academy only dodged the budget axe by 
being transferred to the Blanche Kelso 
Bruce Academy, a for-profit charter net- 
work running six alternative learning 
campuses within the Detroit system. 
Andrews said, “On Monday, charter 
schools were the enemy, and on Tuesday 
I was a charter school.” 

The change was painful, not least 
because the charter is non-union, and 
there was no centrally negotiated pay 
scale. Andrews said, “Now I had to 
decide, what should people be paid, what 
is an industry wage?” It’s made hiring a 
much more monumental decision for 
Andrews. When the campus was still part 
of the Detroit Public Schools, she said, 
“If there was someone on your staff who 
was not a good fit and you could find a 
way to release them, then they had an 
opportunity to go somewhere else and 
see if it works there. In a charter, if you 
release them, they’re unemployed, and 
that’s such a responsibility.” 

Nevertheless, the core mission has 
survived the transition intact. Andrews 
said, “Both our authorizers and our man- 
agement company got it. They were 
familiar with what we did and how we 
did it. When I talked to the superinten- 
dent, when I asked him, ‘Well, what do 
you think?’ he’d say, Well, you’d know 
better than I would.’” - R.W.

If you can “mod software,” you can mod 
the real world. That thinking led O’Reilly 
Media vice president Dale Dougherty to 
found Make magazine. He calls it “a Popular 
Mechanics for the digital age, rather than the 
mechanical age.” Within its pages, you can 
find a way to teach yourself how to build 
your own solar-powered torch or a ukulele 
out of a cake tin. For Dougherty, it’s about 
reminding people that they 
can do it themselves. If they 
don’t know how, they can 
learn. Dougherty himself came 
from an IT background. Part of 
the team behind Global 
Network Navigator, the world’s 
first commercial website, he’s 
commonly credited with creat- 
ing the term “Web 2.0.” Now he 
has co-founded the Maker 
Education Initiative. The con- 
cept is simple: to get kids interested in the 
same kind of hands-on projects that have 
spurred the entire “maker movement.” Most 
importantly for Dougherty, it’s about instill- 
ing a lifetime love of learning and giving 
people the passion to tinker. “I’ve heard 
some people refer to the term ‘creative confi- 
dence,”’ he said, “and I think that’s what 
we’re trying to do.” 


Austin Chronicle: What was the original 
idea behind Make? 

Dale Dougherty: An essential idea for me 
was that we would hack the physical world 
the same way we would hack a software 
environment. Software gives us a way to 
change things easily, to create variations. 
We’ve got generations growing up with that 
skill set, and they look at the physical world 
around them - their car, their 
home - and they think, “Can I 
modify that? I don’t like the 
way it works.” We’re taking a 
mindset developed for soft- 
ware and applying it to other 
things. I just saw that ... this 
idea of changing things was 
kind of what hobbyists do 
when they modify an RC car. 

The secondary part of that 
is that we play with technolo- 
gy. It’s something we do in our spare time, 
and it’s not just playing at a computer. It’s 
increasingly robots and planes and other 
things. Increasingly, a generation dominat- 
ed by technology is using it for fun, and 
they’re tinkerers and hackers and make 
things that other people interact with. 

AC: There’s a feeling that the education sys- 
tem, with its emphasis on college degrees, 


has become separated from the industrial 
tradition and the skills to make something. 
Many people grew up around factories, 
absorbing a lot of mechanical know-how. 
DD: You visit cities like Detroit, and you get 
a real feeling that it’s part of their legacy. 
There’re families that grew up in factories 
and around machines, and then you go to 
rural communities where they grew up on 
farms and had the same familiarity with 
machinery. When they went to school, they 
would impart some book knowledge, but 
they married it to a practical base of life 
skills that were pretty valuable to have. 

I think education has almost been 
stripped down to what we can teach in a 
textbook. Two points of view on that. One is 
that we have to realize that education is 
more than just what we learn in school. It’s 
what we learn outside of school, in our com- 
munity, and that kind of tinkering that 
often happens in those spaces. And sec- 
ondly, learning is not about how much 
information you can absorb. I like to think 
it’s more about what you can do. So it’s 
about engaging kids in the demonstration 
and exploration and discovery of what they 
can do, like, “Read this, and tell me what it 
means.” The odd thing is that, if we go back 
a hundred years and look at John Dewey 
and other educational philosophers talking 
about this, “learn by doing” was the mantra. 
Even in the Seventies, there are construc- 
tivists out of MIT and [developmental psy- 
chologist] Jean Piaget saying, “We make 
knowledge, we create what we know. It isn’t 
just something that we absorb.” I think 
we’ve moved away from that, and it’s “learn 
by repeating,” which is the opposite of that. 
AC: Make and all its offshoots, like Maker 
Faire, depend on retaining intellectual curi- 
osity. Not just saying, “I have to achieve 
task X,” but being able to say, “Hey, that’s an 
interesting thing.” A lot of educators are 
concerned that we’re beating that curiosity 
out of people when they’re kids. 

DD: If you look at our school system, the 
biggest problem is that there are so many 
disengaged kids. They’re just bored. I don’t 
care if you elevate standards or raise teach- 
er training, if you can’t engage kids and 
move them from boredom to being engaged, 
you’ve lost them. The big worry is what you 
said, that you’ve not only affected them 
immediately, but you’ve had a lasting 
impact on their own view of how they learn 
and what they can learn. You’ve diminished 
the love of learning to the point where they 
don’t want to engage at all. Part of this 
whole DIY thing we’ve got going on here, 
and what’s fun about it, is that you get to 
learn something new and prove to yourself 
that you can do something that you didn’t 
maybe even think was possible. That’s 
transferable across fields and across areas 
of knowledge. - R.W.

Rebecca Mieliwocki: 
Making Teaching Joyous 



“Hi, this is Rebecca Mieliwocki, national 
teacher of the year.” 

That’s how the seventh-grade English 
teacher at California’s Luther Burbank 
Middle School introduces herself on the 
phone, and it’s not a humble brag. She said, 
“I do that so people know who they’re talk- 
ing to, because most people don’t know who 
Rebecca Mieliwocki is.” 

The Council of Chief State School Officers 
knows who she is. Before it selected her as 
its 62nd annual top educator from across all 
U.S. schools, she went through a competi- 
tive vetting process that started at the cam- 
pus level and then went to district, county, 
and state, and finally, the national plaudit. 
While she feels honored, she places the 
award in perspective: “I work 
with some incredible teachers, 
and I know that if at my school 
there are that many good 
teachers, then in California, a 
state of 325,000 teachers, 
there’s no way I’m the best.” 

Mieliwocki may demur on 
the notion that she is the best, 
but the title puts her at ground 
zero of the debate dominating 
education policy: What makes 
a great teacher? Are some teachers just bet- 
ter at educating than others, or is it the 
right teacher in the right place at the right 
time? Shouldn’t the national teacher of the 
year know? It’s not a quantifiable, grade- 
on-a-curve kind of award, but if being 
national teacher of the year were based on 
one ability, it would be how she can talk 
about the profession she loves, and how she 
can communicate on behalf of all educators. 
She said, “I’m one teacher, but I represent 
all of us.” 


Mieliwocki did not expect to become the 
anointed spokesperson for educators. As a 
pre-law student, she “took that meandering 
path that kids today take to find out what 
they really want to do.” The classroom 
wasn’t on her planned route, not least 
because both her parents were public 
school teachers. She said, “It was a point of 
pride to do something different,” but after 
several years in different careers, “I was no 
further along in understanding where I was 
supposed to be than when I left college. 
Then my husband, wise man that he is, 
made me make one of those lists of what do 
you want to do every day for the rest of 
your life at your job, and what do you 
never, ever want to do again.” Her list was 
simple: to be creative, to be 
her own boss, and to make a 
difference in the world. “He 
just started to laugh and said, 
‘It’s really obvious to me what 
you’re supposed to be. I don’t 
know why it’s taking you so 
long to get it.’ It turned out to 
be teaching.” She launched 
into the secondary certifica- 
tion process and, she said, 
“The minute I started the pro- 
gram and started working with kids, I 
knew that I was home.” 

She was already picking up awards as a 
high school English teacher when she took 
some time off to raise her son. When she 
came back to the profession ten years ago, 
she said, “The only opening was at the 
middle level. I went kicking and screaming 
and throwing great tantrums and making a 
big fuss about it. Then my husband remind- 
ed me - because as we’ve already estab- 
lished, he is a very wise man - that you can 


do anything for a year. It took me about 
two-and-a-half minutes to fall completely in 
love with seventh-graders.” 

She describes her own teaching style as 
“very positive, very enthusiastic. I’m silly, 
and I like to have fun. There’s no reason we 
can’t make teaching joyous.” But how can 
Mieliwocki inject that sense of joy into the 
classroom when the fear of drill-and-kill 
testing is breaking school spirits? She calls 
for perspective on what tests can do, and 
credits having bosses who understand their 
value and limits. She said, “My principal 
said to us that this test score is just one piece 
of information that we will use to determine 
what kids know and can do and what you 
need to know to improve as teachers and 
students. But it is not everything.” While 
Mieliwocki acknowledges that tests play a 
role - not least in teaching how to deal with 
pressure - she is critical of the current cli- 
mate that has inflicted “very superficial lit- 
tle skills tests. ... They are in no way indica- 


tive of what I teach kids, how I teach kids, or 
what I want them to know.” For every poli- 
cymaker doubling down on high-stakes test- 
ing, she sees families that want more than 
just a grade sheet. She said, “Our parents 
don’t send their kids to the Luther Burbank 
Testing Academy. They send them to a 
middle school, and they want them to come 
out having had a variety of experiences.” 

So what makes a great teacher? The key, 
she said, “is that kids deserve to have the 
best and the brightest teachers in front of 
them, who care about getting results with 
kids, who care about making them into 
better people than when they walked 
through the door, who take the job seri- 
ously but themselves less so, and who want 
to make it as exciting and opportunity- 
filled as possible.” - R.W.

Austin Chronicle: How is your studio organized?

AC: How so? 

KM: There’s this struggle in the working pro- 
cess, and you’re going over a variety of pos- 
sible solutions/options. But if I’m outside, 

I’m still wrestling with the same set of ques- 
tions, yet it’s different. I’m more relaxed, and 
so I get to fight the same battle from a dif- 
ferent vantage point. 

AC: How do you manage your time between 
client projects and your own artwork? What’s 
the relationship? 

KM: I love deadlines. If I have a show com- 
ing up, then I know I have to make work for 
it. I love having that “problem.” For exam- 
ple, I recently participated in Mexic- 
Arte [Museum]’s Mix ‘n’ Mash, 
and I had to come up with 
something. I began thinking 
about growing up in Orange 
County, California. As a kid 
there was this place, 

Silver Star Canyon, where 
my friends and I would go 
to hang out, party, or what- 
ever. I remember it as a 
spooky place. I started 
doing research on the canyon, 
and I found that a massacre of 
Native Americans happened in that 
very canyon.

Facing out toward the 
street, one Flalloween the Munoz family transformed its balcony into a giant, gaping, plaque- 
ridden maw. Munoz, who is one of a group of artists/ curators renting studio space at the 
Okay Mountain building, has been an East Austin Studio Tour staple over the past few years. 
Furry affect-ridden monsters cut from Beautiful Losers-esque cloth and clever wordplay (in his 
studio is a painting of pastel-colored rays radiating out from a corner with the wry text “my 
sun is gay”) are his bailiwick. This makes sense for an artist who began his own design 
career working for Paul Frank. The design/art relationship is one he continues to explore. 


‘Concerto Laguna’ 

AMOA-ARTHOUSE’S SPRING SOUND SERIES AT LAGUNA GLORIA 
UNLEASHES THE MUSIC OF THE SHORES 


“The concert is about to begin, but you, the audience- 
explorer, do not find your seat in the auditorium. Instead, you 
are given a wireless headset and walk down the stone steps. 
A carillon of resonant bells are struck and bowed by musi- 
cians spread far apart, along the lakeshore. As you walk 
down toward the water’s edge, you are also approaching the 
stage occupied by a lone performer. She plays from her seat 
on a small but sturdy wooden boat - cello and bow instead of 
oars. You can hear the music as a whole in your headphones 
as you explore the grounds or take them off and hear the 
acoustic sounds in each environment. Each member of the 
ensemble is playing a refracted solo in their own space. You 
might even be the only one there at the moment. Stay and 
listen a while, or continue on your way. The borders between 
the performance space and the rest of the world are perme- 
able. The only indication that you are nearing the border is 
the static intruding on the radio signal.” 

This is how Austin composer Travis Weller describes the 
audience experience of his new work, Concerto Laguna, pre- 
miering Saturday, March 2, on the grounds of AMOA-Arthouse 
at - where else? - Laguna Gloria. The work is the first in the 
museum’s Spring Sound Series, three events featuring inno- 
vative presentations of new music at its lakeside home. The 
series aims to do for the ears what the sculptures around the 


Driscoll Villa do for the eyes: take advantage of the glorious 
natural environment of this Austin landmark as a setting for 
art. In mid-April, AMOA-Arthouse will partner with Fusebox 
Festival for a Silent Disco in which guests will be able to boo- 
gie-oogie-oogie under the stars to specially programmed 
music only they can hear through wireless headsets. Then 
the last weekend of the month, artist Craig Colorusso will 
install around the property 20 Sun Boxes - solar-powered 
speakers on which he’s prerecorded different notes played on 
a guitar that combine into chords. But before those come the 
steel bells and floating cellist of Weller’s concerto. 

Weller is a natural for the series, given his recent experi- 
mentation with site-specific music. During last year’s Fusebox 
Festival, the co-founder of Austin’s New Music Co-op created a 
chamber music work that took place throughout the Willow 
Spence neighborhood. The following month, he premiered a 
score in Houston that took place in seven different buildings 
of Project Row Houses. It was at that performance of “Seven 
in the Third” that Andrea Mellard, AM OA-Arth ouse’s senior 
curator for public programs and community engagement, 
approached Weller about composing a piece for Laguna Gloria. 
Having grown up in Austin, he was familiar with the setting. 

“I’ve been to many events there,” Weller says. “I always 
enjoyed the Creative Opportunity Orchestra concerts, and 



my wife Dorothy did a reading there for her master’s thesis 
in poetry. After I was asked to write this piece, I spent some 
time there ruminating. Since one of my goals for this piece 
was to respond to the site, I decided to shift the focus 
toward what I see as its most essential attribute: the water. 
So for this piece, the soloist’s stage is the lake itself. The 
ensemble of bell players forms an arc along the shoreline. 
Just as the shoreline envelopes the water, the sounds of 
the bells circulate around the cello part like an eddy. I’m 
very excited to be working again with Leanne Zacharias, the 
cellist. I don’t think I’d be putting a cellist on a boat if we 
hadn’t worked closely on another project in Washington 
state which also involved watercraft shenanigans.”

Matchmaking Masterworks 

Drawing from alumni collections, the Blanton pairs great 


works of art in intriguing ways

Annette DiMeo Carlozzi didn’t know what she was get- 
ting herself into. 

Well, that isn’t precisely true. The Blanton Museum of 
Art’s curator at large definitely knew she was going to be 
pulling together a major anniversary exhibition for the 
museum - make that the anniversary exhibition for the 
Blanton’s 50th year. And she knew that the art in it would 
be culled from the collections of art patrons who had at 
some point attended the University of Texas. 

Still, she didn’t know who among the hundreds of thou- 
sands of Texas exes seriously collected art or, once she 
tracked them down, what she’d find in their collections. 
She didn’t know that she’d be making 135 trips to meet 
alums to find out and looking at some 3,000 works of art. 
She didn’t know that those trips, plus 15 more made by 
other Blanton staff members, would yield 200 works of art 
spanning 21 centuries - making this the largest show the 
Blanton has ever mounted. She didn’t know how she was 
going to organize something cohesive out of a concept as 
broad and loose as artistic masterpieces belonging to for- 
mer Longhorns. And she didn’t know how much fun she’d 
have doing it. 

The idea behind “Through the Eyes of Texas: Masterworks 
From Alumni Collections” had been kicking around the 
Blanton for years, though no research had been done on the 
subject. “We’d never asked the broad question of who went 
to school here and who was an art collector,” says Carlozzi, so 
the project remained relegated to some unspecified future, 
like, you know, cleaning the garage. But when Simone 
Wicha took over as museum director in 2011 and identified it 
as the perfect project for the 50th anniversary, the alum col- 
lection show went from “something we should do someday” 
to “something that has to be done in just over a year.” 

For Carlozzi, the first step was playing detective: figuring 
out who the collectors were. No such data had ever been 
collected by the museum or UT’s development office, so the 
curator searched her own notes for references to alums who 
owned art. She turned to collectors on the Blanton’s muse- 
um council to identify their old classmates and running 
buddies who also happened to be into art. “You know how 
UT is,” says Carlozzi. “Most Texans stay in Texas, and 
they’re still in touch with people that they were in a sorority 
with or studied with, so there were those tentacles that 
went out.” From there, she and the Blanton team began 
scouring the lists of board directors for museums, first 
around the state and then around the country, and checked 
them against the university’s database of former students. 
Carlozzi checked out 6,000 names of College of Fine Arts 
graduates to see if any rang bells for her from her years in 
the art market. And as she began to visit collectors, she 
obtained new leads from them. 

“It just kept growing, because we wanted [the exhibition] 
to be inclusive,” Carlozzi says. “The process of learning who 
was out there and what they had was so organic, and I like 
more, not less, usually, and there was always something 
right around the corner that was really promising. How can 
you stop now? So we would push ourselves a little bit more, 
and I would take what should have been a deadline for the 
end of August and [push it] to the middle of October.” 

In this phase, Carlozzi also took on the role of diplomat, 
jetting wherever was necessary to look at collections and, 
equally important, make the personal contact with the col- 
lectors that would assure them their masterworks would be 
in good hands at the Blanton. In the case of a Minneapolis

couple who’d had no contact with UT in some 40 years, 
Carlozzi had to undergo an interview with the husband just 
to garner an invitation to see the art. In Carlozzi’ s words, 
she “passed muster” and was granted access to a “palace of 
great works of art,” the likes of which she’d never seen. A 
new friendship was formed, and the Blanton was loaned 
five prints from their collection. 

Each trip like that was its own mystery. “I didn’t know 
what I was going to find most of the time,” says the curator. 
“It was wide open.” This being Texas, Carlozzi expected to 
see work by Port Arthur homeboy Robert Rauschenberg, 
and, with her own experience in contemporary art, she 
knew that she’d see many of its major figures. Beyond that, 
Carlozzi wasn’t sure how deep the masterwork well was in 
the burnt-orange art set. Then, she says, “early on, I found 
three Monet Water Lilies, and I thought, ‘We’ve got a show.’ 
It’s Texas, and there’s likely to be incredible stuff out there, 
and we can probably go for the good stuff.” 

And so she did, gathering in numerous art-world brand 
names - Monet, Manet, O’Keeffe, Warhol, Gainsborough, 
Matisse, Pollock, Holzer, Calder, Rousseau, Ruscha, and 
Rauschenberg, of course - but also artifacts of ancient cul- 
tures - an Egyptian statue, a Roman bust, Chinese jade, 
African masks, a Mayan flint - and contemporary works 
from every corner of the globe, Old Master prints and draw- 
ings, Renaissance paintings, art created for modern dance 


and theatre productions (Ballets Russes, Martha Graham, 
Robert Wilson), and more. “It’s more diverse than you 
might think in certain ways, but I was pushing for that 
diversity in the show,” Carlozzi says. “I was paring back 
what I had dozens and hundreds of examples of to get to the 
things that were more rare and unusual, just to be able to 
see the scope that would result from it.” 

The decisions about what to include in the exhibit finally 
came down to Carlozzi’s final role in the process: match- 
maker. “[We] made the choices not only on matters of quality 
- the most rare and compelling objects I could find - but how 
they talked to one another,” she says. “In the beginning, I 
tried to stay as open as I could. Probably two months into it, 
I was letting my subconscious start to make couples. I was 
matchmaking, thinking, ‘Oh! Oh, oh, oh! That thing I saw 
there, oh my God, it would look amazing with that.’ And the 
‘that’ that I saw in the person’s collection was one of seven 
amazing things they had, but I knew it was that because I 
knew how it was going to talk to that other thing. 

“It came down to ‘how do you get things to talk to each 
other?’ More often than not, I was most satisfied if I could 
put older history or faraway culture together with mod- 
ern things to allow them to be read differently.” So a clas- 
sic marble bust of a Roman goddess from the second 
century sits in relationship with two 20th century busts 
by Janine Antoni, one carved from 
soap and the other from chocolate. 
Henri Rousseau’s flat, primitive 
painting of an African jungle scene 
hangs near Thomas Struth’ s lush, 
large-scale photograph of a jungle 
in Brazil. 

The curator calls her process 
“very intuitive, very improvisation- 
al. I realized that the exhibition 
would only sing if I allowed my cre- 
ative impulses to be the primary 
gestures. The fun of it was bringing 
together works from across the UT 
diaspora, from different collections 
across the country, to talk to one 
another. And then to mix time and 
place and culture. Because I was 
taking them out of peoples’ homes, I 
felt the freedom to be playful and whimsical with the works 
as I grouped them. It didn’t need to be the orthodox muse- 
um perspective on how to present works of art. It’s all inter- 
woven, but in the most open-ended ways I could find, where 
it’s really just about looking, and then it’s about riffing.” 
But even after she’d made all the trips and all the choices 
and paired all the works, there was still something Carlozzi 
didn’t know: how the collectors would respond to her 
matchmaking. “I was nervous, because every single work 
was going to look different than it did in their homes, where 
they’re used to seeing them a certain way. I told a friend 
that it was like having a big dinner party, where you have 
to explain why you put seatmates together. Would they get 
along? Would they play well? I didn’t know.” 

The curator got her answer at the museum’s 50th anni- 
versary gala after Valentine’s Day, and it was a message of 
love. “They loved seeing the work in different settings,” 
Carlozzi says. “Everybody commented on the playfulness 
and the creativity of the hangings. ‘Ooh, I could do that in 
my house.’ If one result that you want from a museum 
experience is a kind of openness and creativity to the world, 
these collectors - who I would imagine already knew their 
relationships to their objects, already felt like they’d seen 
everything there was to see in that work - were coming up 
to me and saying, ‘I’m seeing it differently now. This is so 
cool.’ They were willing to play along, so I’m thrilled.” ■

A Steady Rain 

Hyde Park Theatre , 511 W. 43rd, 921-4264 
www.achickandadude.com 
Through March 9 
Running time: 2 hr. 

There is a unique aftereffect of watching 
Keith Huff’s A Steady Rain, brought on by the 
quality of the writing. After two hours of a live 
stage performance, the memory of the pro- 
duction from A Chick & A Dude Productions 
feels sharply cinematic. Huff’s mode of sto- 
rytelling is vivid and inherently visual, despite 
using only two actors who have more words 
than action on a minimal set. 

The two actors play Denny and Joey, a pair 
of Chicago beat cops who have been friends 
since childhood and who can’t seem to break 
into the ranks of detective - in their eyes, 
because of departmental quotas based on 
race. Before long, however, it’s apparent that 
the situation is more complex than that. Denny 
has a history of corrupt behavior, and his deal- 
ings in the community are tainted by racism. 
Loyal to a fault, Joey is held back with him. 

And yet the play is also more complex than 
just a couple of shady policemen in a city 
known for corruption. Denny is not likeable, 
but he follows his own strict, if questionable, 
moral code. He also has a tender sliver in 
the folds of his angry personality. A textbook 
bully, he still cares what happens to his part- 
ner Joey, and Denny’s wife and children are 
at the core of his pride and identity, despite 
his dishonesty and violent tendencies. Joey is 
kind and sensitive, but he is also undeniably 
weak and slow to take the right action in the 
face of a wrong one. He is dishonest, too, in 
his own way. 

Denny and Joey take turns telling the story 
- occasionally interacting with each other, but 
mostly speaking to the audience. As part of his 
convoluted notion of right and wrong, Denny 



hates pimps but takes payoffs from prosti- 
tutes, and he runs afoul of one pimp in par- 
ticular. The conflict between them escalates, 
ensnaring Joey and Denny’s family as Denny’s 
stubbornness drives him to terrible ends. 

The strength of A Steady Rain, under the 
direction of Melissa Livingston-Weaver, is that 
the story is challenging and engaging from 
start to finish. Kenneth Wayne Bradley and 
Tom Green perform their roles ably. A few 
hitches and hesitations appeared on opening 
night, but these were small and minor after- 
thoughts from performances that showed 
thoughtful and thorough character work. 
Helped by the script’s pacing, the actors pres- 
ent a story scene by scene - not changing 
scenes in the traditional theatrical sense, but 
revealing the character-driven, visually intense 
story with a filmlike structure. 

It’s also rewarding to see a company 
that has successfully honed in on its own 
strengths. Other groups in town will gather 
the large ensemble cast or construct the 
daring set for an original musical. Chick & A 
Dude understands that its forte lies in creat- 
ing solid productions of smaller yet equally 
valuable plays. One hopes it will continue to 
select well-written scripts to suit the actors 
who work with it. - Elizabeth Cobbe 


Beauty Is the Best Priest: 
Short Plays of the 
Harlem Reniassance

We know that people attend theatre 
for myriad reasons and that a marketing 
piece that catches the eye of one theatre- 
goer might be glossed over by another. For 
me, the intrigue factor carries significant 
weight in determining the theatre I want to 
experience. If I think a production is likely 
to be highly interpretive, creative, insight- 
ful, and/or unique, my interest is espe- 
cially piqued. Such was the case when I 
ran across the title for the current collabo- 
ration between the George Washington 
Carver Museum and Cultural Center and 
the Austin Community College Department 
of Drama: Beauty Is the Best Priest: Short 
Plays of the Harlem Renaissance. 

First, there’s the title - not your ordi- 
nary marquee fare (the program notes 
include a very interesting explanation for 
this choice of title). And the subtitle was 
equally attention-grabbing; I knew little 
of the dramatic literature of the Harlem 
Renaissance, and the opportunity to 
delve into an unknown area of the theatri- 
cal landscape ticked another box on my 
“must-see theatre” list. And I left the Boyd 
Vance Theatre on Saturday feeling that I’d 
learned a great deal indeed. Between the 
highly informative program notes, some 
fantastic characterizations from several of 
the actors, and the creativity in the four 
plays themselves, I felt my intellectual 
introduction to this literature had been a 
strong one. 

The heightened concepts were intrigu- 
ing, though in many instances, there were 
sharp disconnects from concept to execu- 
tion. The four plays were woven together 
with various interludes - a wise choice 



- but not with a clear sense of how the 
particular interludes fit into the tapestry of 
the plays. While some actors clearly under- 
stood the stylistic characterizations and 
conceptual frameworks at play, not all did, 
resulting in an unbalanced product where 
the stellar physical and vocal choices of a 
few made one yearn even more for such 
heightened portrayals throughout the cast. 
(Individual actors were not identified in the 
program.) But this wasn’t a misstep only 
on the part of the performers; the direc- 
tors didn’t always make clear whether they 
had a specific referent for each highly con- 
ceptual choice, and several metaphorical 
interpretations felt adrift. 

Despite these sometimes confusing 
and disjunct moments, though, many great 
things are happening on the Boyd Vance 
stage thanks to all involved in this project. 
Like a living museum inside a more tradi- 
tional one, the cast, crew, and producers 
gifted me with new insight into a world of 
literature with which I’d had little acquain- 
tance. To me, that is a thing of beauty.

Interior Landscape of the Emotional Mind 

Ballet Austin, 501 W. Third

Running time: 1 hr., 30 min. 

During classes and rehearsals, the studios and hallways of Ballet 
Austin’s home bustle with animation, expression, and music. But what hap- 
pens after everyone goes home? Does all that energy leave the building, or 
is some left behind? Although Cheryl Chaddick’s after-hours, room-by-room 
performance in the building’s studios, nooks, and crannies has a degree 
of mystery, its energy is less effusive than that of its daily inhabitants. 

Before the performance I saw, the audience was divided into two 
groups, as some of the smallest performance spaces can accommodate 
only about 15 people. However, we all watched the first vignette together 
in the foyer. On the balcony above us, Katie Mae Hebert, an engaging 
and strong dancer, wove her limbs through the spindles of the railing 
and threw herself against it - frighteningly, it shook - to an ominous 
electronic composition by UT student Chris Donahue. Two figures in white 
butoh-inspired masks and draped in red fabric crouched on the stairs, 
their gazes slowly panning in tandem. 

When Hebert’s solo concluded, her legs dangling over the balcony, the 
groups went separate ways, each seeing the same six vignettes, but in 
a different order. My group visited a large studio with high windows in 
which four white-masked dancers in layers of white skirts, like forgotten 


porcelain dolls in glass cases, towered over us. As their slow gestures 
and upper-body movement to atmospheric music by John Michael Hunt 
evoked desperation and isolation, the effect was something like Joseph 
Cornell meets butoh. For me, it was the evening’s richest vignette. 

The remaining performances took place on the balcony overlooking 
Second Street (we sat inside and viewed the dancers through floor-to-ceil- 
ing windows), in a closet-sized nook in a studio, in a small window looking 
into another studio, in a large studio with jewel-tinted windows, and on 
a fire escape ladder (grouped below guest Nicole Whiteside, we craned 
our sore necks to ogle her serious musculature). The use of spaces and 
existing lighting - aided only by draped fabric and a few extra lights (light- 
ing by Steven Myers) - was creative. However, some vignettes were less 
than engaging and lacked a connection: A slapstick duo - two people in 
one large polo shirt - went on far too long and was followed by a somber 
segment in which three shrouded, prostrate women thrashed on the floor. 
Though the locked-in feeling was a bit exciting, the lack of cohesiveness 
and overall slow pace dampened that excitement. 

The lengthy finale, unfortunately, seemed to undermine the vignettes’ 
individual worth rather than tie them together. Nine dancers in evening 
wear discarded white masks to form trite relationships wrought by cli- 
ches. Afterward, a masked, red-draped figure - from the first segment 
- slowly emerged from layers of fabric in a corner, a welcome return to 
fantasy from the finale’s tedious reality. - Jonelle Seitz

I became acquainted with genial restaura- 
teur Reza Faridi when he ran the Tree 
House Italian Grill, just off South Congress. 
It was a popular, affordable neighborhood 
spot, and I developed a fondness for the 
spaghetti and meatballs there when I lived 
in nearby Bouldin Creek. I’ve been gone 
from South Austin 10 years now, and Faridi 
is no longer associated with the Tree 
House. Imagine how pleased I was to see 
him on a recent visit to the new-ish Verona 
outlet in Lincoln Village. This second Verona 
outlet took over a former Carrabba’s space 
almost a year ago and is still trying to build 
a customer base and find a nearby neigh- 
borhood with which to affiliate. Driving 
through Lincoln Village, I couldn’t help won- 
dering if the long-range redevelopment of 
Highland Mall will eventually revitalize the 
second shopping center, and how long that 
might take. 

Guests enter Verona through a foyer and 
a full bar with a small stage in one corner. 
Inside are a long, open kitchen and three 
comfortable dining rooms decorated with 
pastoral Michael Peschka murals depicting 
the Italian countryside, heavy draperies, and 
substantial furniture. Carrabba’s created an 
interactive bustle by seating guests where 
they could see the busy open kitchen with 
its working wood-fired pizza oven. The atmo- 
sphere at Verona is more sedate, creating a 
fine dining impression when the restaurant 
really is family-friendly, with good value for 
the money. 

A friend joined me for an early dinner 
recently, and we found ourselves dining with 
one family, two couples, and a few single 
business people. The soundtrack featured 
Fifties Italian singers (Al Martino, Louis 
Prima, Dean Martin, etc.) with the occasion- 
al aria thrown in. The staff is friendly and 
attentive, knowledgeable about the menu, 



and eager to please - a refreshing change 
from some of the city’s trendier hipster 
joints. There’s a full wine list, and cocktails 
are available from the bar. We started din- 
ner with a house special appetizer called 
Chicken Tostini ($7.95) - spiced, shredded 
chicken wrapped in pasta and deep-fried, 
served with a chipotle mayonnaise for dip- 
ping. This flauta-like dish was the only thing 
on the menu that didn’t read as Italian, and 
I don’t think I would order it again. The other 
appetizer listing that caught our eye was 
fresh lump crab cannelloni ($19.95), and 
even though it was listed as an appetizer by 
mistake, our server was kind enough to split 
it for us, which was a good thing. The filled 
pasta tubes were huge, stuffed with sweet 
lump crab meat and napped with marina 
sauce. The dish was simple, elegant, and 
very satisfying. 

Moving on to entrees, we chose osso 
buco ($26.95) and a pan-sauteed trout 
($17.95) in a white wine butter sauce with 


mushrooms and artichoke hearts. The fish 
was perfectly cooked, moist and flaky, but 
we both felt the wine sauce could have used 
a little more reduction to take off the alco- 
hol edge and consolidate the flavors. With 
sides of spaghetti with marinara and sau- 
teed vegetables, the trout made for a formi- 
dable meal. The veal shank was equally for- 
midable: fall-off-the-bone tender chunks of 
meat with carrot batons and mushroom slic- 
es, slow-cooked in the rich red wine sauce. 
The extra meat with grilled garlic bread and 
the side of spaghetti marinara made a love- 
ly lunch the next day. Stuffed as we were, 
we opted to split dessert - a pudding-like 
tiramisu ($6.50) with delicate ladyfingers 
soaked in a light espresso syrup, enveloped 
in velvety mascarpone, and topped with 
chocolate shavings. 

Returning for lunch with some girlfriends, 
we chose several things to share, and our 
server was very accommodating. The spe- 
cial Tropical Salad ($10.95) was a melange 
of baby greens tossed with orange and 
apple slices, dried cranberries, candied 
nuts, black olives, and avocado slices with 
the house garlic ranch or balsamic vinai- 
grette. We came to the conclusion that per- 
haps the olives and avocado slices 
belonged on another plate, because the fla- 
vors were at odds with those of the fruits 
and candied nuts. One of my dining compan- 
ions who has to avoid gluten was thrilled 
that her lunch could be made with gluten- 
free pasta upon request. The spaghetti 
with fresh tomato and basil ($8.25) was 
definitely to her liking and satiated a pasta 
craving that often goes unsatisfied. My 
lunch-special pasta Mari Monte ($12.95) 
featured shrimp and small bits of Italian 
sausage in a luxurious garlic cream sauce. 
My one suggestion here would be that three 
or four large Gulf shrimp would have made a 
more dramatic presentation than several 
small ones. 

I’d love to see Verona succeed in Lincoln 
Village. Even though there are a couple of 
good pizza joints nearby, it’s a shame to 
see that wood-fired pizza oven sitting all 
unused and forlorn. I can envision a jovial 
happy-hour crowd devouring pizzas over 
cocktails with some live acoustic music in 
the background, families celebrating special 
occasions, couples lingering over dinner. 
Reza Faridi is a restaurateur who knows how 
to take care of his customers. What Verona 
needs most is a neighborhood willing to 
adopt it as one of their regular hangouts.

food-o-file

One of the rural royal families of Central Texas 
barbecue is back in the news this week. No 
sooner had barbecue lovers learned about the 
opening of John Mueller Meat Co. (2500 E. 
Sixth), and that La Barbecue (1502 S. First) 
owner Leigh Ann Mueller had made a deal to 
keep pit man John Lewis here in Austin with 
expanded pit capacity, than the news came from 
Taylor that the original hallowed brick pit at 
Louie Mueller Barbecue (206 W. Second, in 
Taylor) was destroyed by fire over the weekend. 

A grease fire that broke out on Saturday, Feb. 

23, reignited Sunday morning, adding another 
50 years worth of smoke to the sepia-toned old 
building and destroying the venerable old brick 
pit that dated back to 1959. Third-generation 
proprietor Wayne Mueller told us Monday morn- 
ing that, despite the smoke and water damage, 
the Williamson County Health Department esti- 
mated the restaurant could reopen within a cou- 
ple of days, using the three other pits on the 
property. Mueller also said he’s already taking 
bids for a glazed brick pit to replace the original 
and hopes to have it rebuilt and seasoned for 
use in the next couple of months. Plans are also 
in the works to sell etched bricks from the origi- 
nal pit as souvenirs to help raise funds for its 
replacement. We’ll keep you posted. 

Based on the success of their 2012 fundrais- 
ing efforts, the Austin chapter of Les Dames 
d’Escoffier International plans to award four 
$2,000 scholarships to local female culinary stu- 
dents this spring. See details on scholarship crite- 
ria and download applications at www.ldeiaustin.org. 
The application deadline is March 25. 

Although there’s no official culinary component 
to South by Southwest as of yet, a mouth- 
watering array of ancillary food events seems to 
sprout up every year, each more taste-tempting 
than the last. BakeSpace.com founder Babette 
Pepaj will be back at the Whole Foods Market 
with her traveling food blogger conference known 
as TECHmunch, Mon.-Wed., March 11-13. 

Check out their new website for the full scoop at 
www.techmunchconf.com, and make a plan to join 
in... At press time, Austin’s own Top Chef Paul 
Qui was still working out the final lineup for the 
South Bites food trailer court he’s curating at 
the corner of Cesar Chavez and Red River over 
the next couple of weeks, but he has said they 
are recruiting top food trucks from other Texas 
cities as well as some local favorites... Among 
culinary celebrity appearances, hot new firebomb- 
throwing food writer and NYC restaurateur Eddie 
Huang will be in town to lead an Interactive 
panel at the Hyatt called “The Social Media 
Chef” on Monday, March 11, and then move on 
to the Convention Center where he’ll sign copies 
of his new book, Fresh Off the Boat: A Memoir 
(Spiegel & Grau)... The traveling roadshow 
known as the Brooklyn Brewery Mash sets up 
shop in town March 6-10, with a variety of taste- 
tempting events featuring chefs Marcus 
Samuelsson and Andrew Gerson of NYC work- 
ing with some of Austin’s favorite chefs. We’ll be 
posting more details about these tidbits as well 
as breaking culinary news on our On the Range 
blog over the next couple of weeks, so stay tuned.

Seeking advice on where to dine, 
visitors will surely turn to The Austin Chronicle, other publications, websites, or local blogs 
to find out what not to miss. This year, along with making our own list of South by Southwest 
hot spots, we’ve turned to the true gatekeepers of our city for out-of-towners: hotel concierg- 
es. Jessi Cape and I interviewed a select few in the past weeks and discovered where they 
would send folks with only a few days in which to experience Austin. - G.S.

Elizabeth Fudell has worked for the Four 
Seasons as a concierge for over two years, 
but as a native Austinite, she is more than 
confident in her knowledge of restaurant 
and food culture. While people are often 
looking for places within walking distance 
of the hotel, she tells guests: “It is absolutely 
worth getting in a car, if you can, and driv- 
ing out to Lockhart for barbecue.” She says 
a great number of restaurant inquiries are 
for Tex-Mex and barbecue. She suggests 
Polvos and Matt’s El Rancho, but also sends 
guests to the closer-by Manuel’s. “It is hands 
down the best mole I have ever had,” Fudell 
insists. “I also love sending people to park- 
side. People love their high-touch, low-tech 
approach. They know their customer service 
and their food.” She admits that South by 
Southwest brings a more eclectic group to 
her desk seeking advice, and, as with any 
guest service, reading the customer is the 
most important skill. “We have a six-page 
book behind the desk right now with just 
trailer recommendations, she says, “because 
some people just want to drink Lone Star 
and hang at the Best Wurst trailer.” 

Daisy Undercuffler, a self-admitted “food 
snob on a budget” has worked as a concierge 
for the Four Seasons for over eight years and 
is particularly keyed into the music and res- 
taurant scene. She gets excited for South by 
Southwest and being able to recommend 
places that she wouldn’t necessarily recom- 
mend any other time of year. “It’s interest- 
ing - year after year, people want to know 
what’s new. We’re finding people are really 
interested in the Eastside and emerging 
smaller restaurants. We’re interested in 
highlighting new chefs,” she says. Her list 
for this year includes Sway, Lenoir, and 
Hillside Farmacy. She’s hoping to get people 
up to East Side King at the Hole in the Wall 
and is happy to suggest Jezebel, where “they 
tailor the food to the guest.” Undercuffler 
likes Cherry Street for simple Italian fare 
and Enoteca on South Congress for Sunday 
brunch. She admits Franklin is a favorite 
when people want barbecue, but they do 
warn guests about the famous line they’ll 
have to endure. And if waiting isn’t an 
option? “We’ve arranged for someone to 
stand in line for a guest before.” - G.S.

A staple of guest services and Austin’s 
world famous quirky charm, the Austin 
Motel turns 75 years young this September. 
Nestled in the heart of the city on South 
Congress, a few blocks south of Riverside, 
this small, colorful oasis “see[s] a lot of 
action,” says Nicole Brunner, on staff for 
four years and counting. In addition to the 
charming 1950s style pool, the hotel proud- 
ly recommends Snack Bar, an on-site spot 
for local, organic, chef-created cuisine that 
highlights the diversity of South by 
Southwest with homegrown ingredients. 
Brunner says she recommends guests 
“stick to the neighborhood” during SXSW, 
but she does like to “send them off on 
adventures” sometimes. She mentioned 
that Home Slice Pizza is a quick walk and a 
universal favorite among pizza-craving 
guests. The whole area is chock-full of deli- 
cious surprises and time-honored hot spots, 
but Brunner frequently also scoops guests 
to the seafood of Perla’s and the mind- 
blowing burgers of Hopdoddy Burger Bar. 
If Thai food is what saves your day, Brun- 
ner suggests Thai Fresh on Mary Street. 
Best South by Southwest advice: “Find 
some time to sleep and drink lots of water.” 
This local feels a refresher tour-de-South 
Congress coming on. - J.C.

Having lived in Austin for over 13 years 
and worked as a concierge for twice as 
long, Steven Leigh loves to talk about 
food and restaurants with his guests at 
the Driskill. “We understand that South 
by Southwest guests know where they are 
going and know what they are doing. 
They are very knowledgeable about res- 
taurants they’ve seen on television. They 
all know about Paul Qui,” he says. That 
said, most of his guests want to walk to 
their destinations. “I like to tout local first 
and Texas second,” Leigh explains, and 
close-by recommendations include park- 
side, Second Bar + Kitchen, and Swift’s 
Attic. “It is a process of drawing out what 
guests want,” he says. “As for barbecue, 
they’ve all heard about Franklin, and I 
have to say, there are no better ribs or 
brisket anywhere. Keeping it simple, he 
suggests Serranos in the historic 
Symphony Square. “It is great food that 
isn’t going to break the bank, and it’s 
owned by a local family.” - G.S.

FOR THESE TEXAS FILM HALL OF FAME HONOREES, IT'S TALL COTTON

Let’s not call it a referendum. Let’s just call it a compelling 
coincidence that of the four actors being honored at this 
year’s Texas Film Hall of Fame Awards, all four of them are 
currently working, or have most recently worked, in television. 
Make no mistake: This is not some snotty observation meant 
to impugn the state of the careers of Robin Wright, Stephen 
Tobolowsky, Annette O’Toole, and Henry Thomas. Rather, it is 
meant in the interest of providing further support for those 
who argue that television has become fertile ground for truly 
breathtaking narrative and performances. 

At Thursday’s event, hosted by the Austin Film Society as 
a fundraiser for its educational and artistic programs, mas- 
ter of ceremonies Dana Wheeler-Nicholson (herself a veter- 
an of the beloved, locally filmed series Friday Night Lights) 
will oversee the induction of a group of actors who have 
worked with everyone from Steven Spielberg to Bill Murray 
to Brad Pitt, and who have devoted the current chapters of 
their careers to the small screen, helping to forge new 
ground in the genre. 

San Antonio-born Henry Thomas first shot onto the cultural 
consciousness as the precocious, foul-mouthed Elliott in E.T. 
Since then, he has co-starred in blockbuster (and Oscar- 
nominated) films like Legends of the Fall and Gangs of New 
York; this year, he starred in the adaptation of Jack Kerouac’s 
Big Sur as Zen Buddhist poet Phillip Whalen, and he has 
recently signed on to star in the new ABC pilot, Betrayal, 
developed by ER showrunner David Zabel. 


Red-headed Houstonian Annette O’Toole has devoted a 
major portion of her career to television, most recently as 
Clark Kent’s mother, Martha, on the CW’s Smallville. O’Toole’s 
husband, Michael McKean (who first made his name in the 
role of Lenny on Laverne & Shirley), will present her award, a 
particularly romantic arrangement given the couple’s long his- 
tory of professional collaboration, from co-writing songs for A 
Mighty Wind to co-starring as paramours on Smallville. 

Stephen “Ned Ryerson” Tobolowsky, born in Dallas and an 
alumnus of SMU, has more than 200 film appearances to his 
credit, but his television resume is nearly as long, with roles 
in everything from Desperate Flousewives to Deadwood to Will 
& Grace. His most recent roles include crooked FBI agent 
Jerry Barkley in FX’s incredibly addictive Elmore Leonard- 
inspired series Justified (where he is reunited with Deadwood 
co-star Timothy Olyphant) and Stu Beggs on HBO’s 
Californication. Tobolowsky, who recently appeared at the 
Texas Book Festival to promote his new book, The Dangerous 
Animals Club, may forever be lumped in with the “Hey, It’s 
That Guy!” class of character actors, but he belongs to that 
other elite group brave enough to venture into cable dramas 
where the boundaries are nebulous, which makes for a more 
exciting cultural product. 

Which brings us to Robin Wright, who co-stars on the 
Netflix exclusive series Flouse of Cards as Claire Underwood, 
the icy, origami-crane-folding, nonprofit head moonlighting as 
Lady Macbeth. The series, a political drama co-starring Kevin 



Spacey as a scheming Southern Democrat bent on seeking 
revenge on those who passed him over for Secretary of 
State, represents a new frontier for television. Is the bou- 
tique, online subscription-only television series the wave of 
the future? Series like House of Cards, the first season of 
which was released in its entirety on Feb. 1, will certainly 
change the way we consume television, and the fact that 
bona fide movie stars like Wright and Spacey have signed on 
recommend its legitimacy. Rob “Meathead” Reiner, who start- 
ed out in television himself in 1959, will present Wright with 
her award, a sweetly nostalgic gesture on the heels of the 
25th anniversary of The Princess Bride, which Reiner directed 
and which starred Wright as Buttercup - her breakthrough 
role after several years on the soap opera Santa Barbara. 

For years, Texas - and particularly Austin - has been fertile 
ground for both local and Hollywood filmmakers, and televi- 
sion was not far behind. These days, you can’t drive around 
town without seeing those telltale yellow base camp signs 
indicating nearby filming, nor can you shop at Whole Foods 
without running into a movie star perusing the kombucha 
options. That actors as experienced and respected as the 
ones being honored by the Austin Film Society embrace tele- 
vision as wholeheartedly as they do should serve as both 
inspiration and motivation for the film industry to keep upping 
its creative game. Both industries - and Austin - can only 
stand to benefit from the competition. ■

'Dazed and Confused' and Together Again 

AFTER 20 YEARS, THE GANG REUNITES FOR INDUCTION INTO THE TEXAS FILM HALL OF FAME

It wasn’t obvious when Dazed and 
Confused spun onto screen in 1993 that it 
was destined to take its place alongside the 
truly great youth ensemble cast films. That 
designation places it with such films as 
Rebel Without a Cause, American Graffiti, and 
The Last Picture Show, yet Dazed and 
Confused stands out as a risk, an indie pro- 
duction filmed on Richard Linklater’s shoe- 
string budget of charged-out credit cards and 
Slacker mojo. 

Like American Graffiti and The Breakfast 
Club, the notion of a coming-of-age film set 
over the span of one day befits Dazed and 
Confused’s round-robin of characters, as 
impeccably cast as they are memorable. In 
the basic plot set on the last day of high 
school in 1976, departing seniors bestow 
upon wishful freshmen the teen dreams that 
seemed so innocent then - cars, girls, pot, 



and the nonstop rock & roll that drives the 
story and the soundtrack with eyes closed 
and no hands on the wheel. 

Pick an actor from the cast - any one of 
them. They resonate with life because 
Linklater’s vision imbued them all with such 
vitality you feel you know them: Jason London 
as the golden boy athlete not willing to compro- 
mise his principles just to play football; future 
Oscar winners Renee Zellweger in the back- 


ground and Ben Affleck as the asshole senior 
flunky who made your life miserable; Parker 
Posey as the classic high school bitch who 
made you feel worthless; Adam Goldberg’s 
angst-ridden intellectual nerd standing up to a 
bullying Nicky Katt; Anthony Rapp as a graduat- 
ing senior who is disgusted by the hazing ritu- 
als but falls for the charms of victim Christin 
Hinojosa; Marissa Ribisi as the brainy redhead 
susceptible to the attention of the shiftless 
Matthew McConaughey; Michelle Burke with 
her girl-next-door sweetness and protectiveness 
of her freshman brother, Wiley Wiggins, the 
film’s other star performance. 

And pick any scene; the film teems with 
moments of joy, identification, and hilarity, all 
guileless and genuine. One moment in par- 
ticular seems to capture Dazed and 
Confused’s Zeitgeist. Sitting on the 50-yard 
line of the football field smoking marijuana, 
Sasha Jenson’s football jock waxes nostalgic 


about his newly past high school days and 
why he played by the rules “while I was 
stuck in this place.” 

But it’s McConaughey everyone remembers 
from Dazed and Confused. He was expertly 
cast as Wooderson, the long-graduated, 
ne’er-do-well, ex-football star stoner still 
hanging with the teens, in part because “I 
get older, [the girls] stay the same age. Yes, 
they do.” Prowling the parking lot of the Top 
Notch burger joint on Burnet Road, with his 
blond surfer good looks and a racing-striped 
Chevrolet Chevelle, he’s the rebel without a 
cause, smack in Seventies suburbia. 

Director Linklater’s film career has been 
adventurous and circuitous, yet Dazed and 
Confused could not have been the film it is 
had it been made at any other time in his 
career. Tender, tough, and told with as much 
heart as cinematic soul, it made Richard 
Linklater a contender and brightened the 
spotlight on Austin film. ■

Thanks for the Memories 

‘Chronicle’ staff past and present on 20 years of covering SXSW Film 


In many ways, it was almost more likely that we would have first 
started South by Southwest as a film event and added music later, 
rather than the other way around. After all, Nick Barbaro and I met 
as graduate film students at the University of Texas, while Roland 
Swenson was a Radio-Television-Film undergrad, although his 
extensive professional involvement was all in music. 

This is, of course, fantasy based on biography and background 
rather than practical reality. In 1987, Austin already had an interna- 
tionally known, couple-of-decades-old music scene but boasted no 
immediate ongoing film scene. Talented filmmakers like Eagle 
Pennell, Kevin Reynolds, Tobe Hooper, and David Schmoeller 
would release an interesting feature, or graduate from UT, only to 
immediately head to the West Coast. It wasn’t until after Rick 
Linklater released Slacker that things changed. Not only did he 
stay in Austin, he stayed involved in the film society, too. 

But we started with music - the three of us and Louis Meyers sit- 
ting around, talking, and planning. After seven years of SXSW 
Music, the event was established and successful enough that we 
decided to add a film component. Louis Meyers left right before that 
year, so it was just the three of us. Nancy Schafer was brought on 
board to head up the show. That first year featured the work of film- 


makers like Eagle Pennell, Andy Anderson, and Tobe Hooper. The 
Statesman film writer at the time sniffed that we should call the 
festival “The Friends of Louis Black,” which was by no means accu- 
rate but in many ways hit the concept on the head. The general idea 
was a boutique film festival honoring the work of Texas and inde- 
pendent filmmakers. We really didn’t expect or plan for more. 

Much to my surprise, if no one else’s, the event kept growing, 
initially under Nancy, then Angela Lee, then Matt Dentler, and now 
Janet Pierson. I think I knew we’d created something special when 
our 1998-1999 attendees included Jonathan Demme, Robyn 
Hitchcock, Tim McCanlies, Kyle Henry, Quentin Tarantino, Ethan 
Hawke, Dwight Yoakam, Julianna Margulies, Jack Hill, Sid Haig, 
Steven Soderbergh, Guillermo del Toro, Harry Knowles, Robert 
Rodriguez, Elizabeth Avellan, lawyer/producer John Sloss, John 
and Janet Pierson, Ellen Spiro, Richard Lewis, Don Howard, 
Ramona Diaz, Hector Galan, Paul Stekler, Matthew McConaughey, 
and Mike Judge. It seemed to me that we must have reached the 
mountain peak and that it would all be downhill from there. 

Far from it. SXSW Film and the Austin film community have just 
continued to grow. Happily, each has supported but not dominated the 
other. - Louis Black, Chronicle editor and co-founder, SXSW co-founder 
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It was embarrassing, but at least it con- 
tained no foul language or catty insults. This 
is the story of how I learned to resist filling 
in copy blanks with wiseass remarks of my 
own. All it takes to cure you of the habit is 
one horrifying experience of seeing the com- 
ments meant for only your eyes and those of 
the editor or writer you were addressing 
staring back at you in print for all the world 
to see. It happened to me with the program 
book for the SXSW Film Festival during its 
second year of operation in 1995. 

Back in the day, there didn’t exist an army 
of staff members and volunteers clogging the 
offices and streets, working hard to make 
sure that the whole SXSW operation moved 
smoothly and that all the proverbial trains ran 
on time. Still having lots to prove in compari- 
son with SXSW Music, its older sibling, SXSW 
Film was very much a shoestring affair. It had 
only one real employee, Nancy Schafer, the 
film festival producer, who, in turn, had lots 
of help from two of SXSW’s co-founders - 
Louis Black and Nick Barbaro (who also hap- 
pened to have, and still have, full-time jobs as 
the editor and publisher, respectively, of The 
Austin Chronicle ). Back then, the Chronicle 
and SXSW offices were conjoined, separated 
only by a volleyball court. It seemed natural 
that the production of printed matter, such as 
program books and schedules, be done at the 
Chronicle, since that was our bread and but- 
ter. (Plus, Nick always knew that if he dinked 
long enough with the fonts and point sizes he 
could make all the copy fit even if eagle eyes 
were needed to read it.) I would pitch in and 
copyedit and proofread the text. Blame it on 
the all-nighters, the mischievous gods of the 
publishing world, or simple human error ... 
but there it was in black and white as I stood 
helpless on the convention floor - and, boy, 
was my face red.

The task of instantiating my experience 
with the Chronicle and SXSW Film during 
the first decade of the 21st century feels a 
lot like the experience itself: formidable, in 
all senses of the word. In print, I’ve com- 
pared the Festival to choking on an ice cube 
while flailing around for bills in a money 
chamber; in conversation with friends, the 
metaphor’s not quite as cute. 

Coordinating the weekly preview issue 
(immediately after putting Interactive’s to 
bed), in addition to writing the content in the 
paper’s daily editions, demanded escalating 
levels of savvy, judgment, elbow grease, endur- 
ance, and lucky breaks as SXSW Film’s pro- 
gramming grew vaster and more varied every 
year. It is difficult to fathom how Chronicle 
Screens editors do it today, with the Festival 
bigger than ever. After all, they’re accountable 
not only to the readership, but also to attend- 
ees, to the filmmakers, to their writers, and to 
personal and professional standards. And, as 
I’m sure has been stated elsewhere, the editor 
and publisher helped found the thing and have 
a considerable financial stake in it. 


But the pressure on them pales in com- 
parison to what the filmmakers face. I will 
never forget the conversations I had with 
filmmakers during the Festival, venturing 
out on breezy spring days during lulls in the 
press cycle to sit and talk about their mov- 
ies, their lives, and what it’s like to be at a 
crucial juncture in one’s career. I got to 
laugh with Bradley Beesley, Bob Byington, 
and the Duplass brothers. I got to admire the 
courage of documentarians like Alex Gibney, 
David Redmon and Ashley Sabin of 
Carnivalesque Films, and Michael Galinsky 
and Suki Hawley of Rumur. I got to inter- 
view legends like Jonathan Demme and the 
late George Hickenlooper, discuss screen- 
writing with Roman Coppola, sing with the 


Refugee All Stars, and play wheelchair 
rugby with the brilliant Mark Zupan. I got to 
watch The Last Waltz with Robbie Robertson. 
I got to see debut efforts from hundreds of 
unknown directors, many of whom are so 
talented that the industry would never fig- 
ure out quite what to do with them. 

So, that was my favorite part. Even today, 
when I hear about a friend’s deserving work 
not making the cut or that the Festival has 
done something dumb like eliminate the 
Texas Shorts program, I still marvel at the 
inclusiveness and quality of SXSW Film. 
It’s overwhelming.

The early years of SXSW Film were marked - some might 
say pitted - with predigital video revolution works of 24fps 
outsider art that positively screamed DIY. For me, the occa- 
sional rough edits, dodgy lighting, and the sporadic 
sequences of muddy soundwork only added to the charm. 
And in 1997, nothing and no one charmed me more than 
26-year-old Sarah Jacobson’s Mary Jane’s Not a Virgin 
Anymore, a punk rock lust ’n’ love story that, in retrospect, 
puts both Desperate Teenage Lovedolls and Rock ’n’ Roll 
High School to shame, simply by virtue of Jacobson’s enor- 
mous heart and fearless filmmaking-on-a-safety-pin skills. 
Jacobson wrote, directed, produced, and edited this, the 
first punk rock film penned from a female perspective, and 
audiences (myself chief among them) fell hard for it. A 
smashing cast and countless cameos - Lisa Gerstein liter- 
ally, uh, nails the grrrl-centric title role, AFI’s Davey Havok 
makes an appearance, and Dead Kennedy Jello Biafra turns 
up looking appropriately skeevy - make this $50K marvel 
as lively and vital today as it was when it landed Jacobson 
in Spin magazine as one of the 50 most influential people in 
“girl culture.” (The film’s soundtrack - featuring everyone 
from Mudhoney to the Loudmouths, AFI, and Devo’s Mark 
Mothersbaugh - rocked nearly as hard as the movie itself.) 

Beyond the film’s more obvious feminine-outsider mys- 
tique, Jacobson’s ebullient, all-inclusive cri de coeur seemed 
to be, “Hey, you can do this, too!” And plenty of people did, 


as evidenced by the flood of punk rock docs and quirky DIY 
features dealing with intensely real-life issues that soon 
after Mary Jane began cropping up as fast as magic mush- 
rooms at a Butthole Surfers show. 

Sadly, Jacobson’s cinematic promise was cut short when 
she died of endometrial cancer on Feb. 13, 2004, but her 
pioneering punk spirit lives on via the Sarah Jacobson Film 
Grant. Thanks in no small part to her brief but remarkable 
career, SXSW Film has become even more of a place for 
misfits, freaks, and geek-punk dreamers than it was back in 
those halcyon early years. We miss her.

Trimming down seven years of SXSW memories to one 
good tale is like wrangling the SXSW film schedule: impos- 
sible. There are the celeb stories, like stepping out of an 
elevator as Conan O’Brien steps in. There are breathless 
stories, like semi-hijacking a taxi crammed with Gawker 
staffers and barely making a midnight screening. But the 
important ones are about filmmakers. It was 2006, and I’d 
snagged my first ever SX interview. Documentarians 
Andrew Neel and Luke Meyer were showing Darkon, their 
film about live-action role players and the complex interper- 
sonal politics of running a fictional land (imagine Game of 
Thrones with car payment woes). We chatted for about half 
an hour, next to a big pit of LEGOs: I think I may have been 
the first interviewer they’d spoken to all day who even 


knew what a LARPer was, so that was a great start. After the 
interview, I hammered everyone I met, told them, You need 
to go see this film. When it came back a year later for a run 
at the Alamo Ritz, I plowed back through my recordings, 
found the interview, wrote an article, and got to share the 
experience again. Since then, Meyer and Neel have become 
SX regulars, returning in 2009 with their doc about Alex 
Jones, New World Order, and causing ripples in 2012 with 
their iPhone-shot King Kelly. And you know what? If all 
I’ve ever managed in writing about film is to get a few more 
people to see Darkon, I think I can sleep soundly tonight.

There are plenty of movies I’d gladly watch the last 20 min- 
utes of, apropos of nothing. Any of the Ocean’s trilogy, Star 
Wars: Episode IV, Catch Me If You Can, Mean Girls - cult 
classics or anything lighthearted would be completely fair 
game. But when a friend came over to pick me up for dinner 
a few minutes early as I wrapped up my viewing of a screener 
last March, he was not walking in on one of those movies.

And I suspect I’m 
not the only one: After all, it took home the audience award 
for best narrative feature in 2012.

It was a teeny note, smaller than a business card, marked 
with teeny handwriting, and when I would happen upon it, it 
made me smile.

It was SXSW 2006. The main interview of a SXSW assign- 
ment was complete. I could have simply filed the story and 
called it a day, but the subject - the intriguing doc Cruel & 
Unusual, about trans women in men’s prisons - had three 
directors, not just the one I’d interviewed in advance by 
phone.

Co-director Janet Baus and I hit the town, ending up at 
the Sleater-Kinney show. A produce warehouse off the soon- 
to-be-burgeoning East Sixth corridor was converted into a 
venue. Pr e-Portlandia Carrie Brownstein pranced around 
the concrete loading dock with Elaine-from-Sem/eld high 
kicks as the sound bounced hard into an ecstatic audience.

My most vivid memory of SXSW Film is 
the opening night party of 2000. Well, I take 
that back: I was very drunk, so the memo- 
ries are quite vague. I was a young journal- 
ist, way too excited by open bars and celeb- 
rities, but I felt so shiny and important 
covering that event. That platinum lanyard 
around my neck, that reporter’s notebook 
in my hand - both of them felt like license 
to do anything, although I did very little 
aside from refilling my drink. I babbled for 
a while to the actress Drea de Matteo, in 
town for a movie called Sleepwalk, because 
The Sopranos had hit the year before (she 
played Adriana), and she was becoming a 
big deal. She was probably the most famous 
person I’d ever shared a beer with at that 
point, and she was friendly and beautiful 
and made me feel like a million bucks. That 
was a very distant feeling the next morning, 
a Saturday, when I drove with shaky hands 
to the Chronicle office at 10am to file some 
story, and I was so wildly hungover that I 
threw up on my lap while sitting at a stop- 
light. Welcome to SXSW, kid. 

But my favorite memory of SXSW Film 
has nothing to do with parties or celebrities. 
I wandered in to a screening of the 2002 


documentary Spellbound, about the nation- 
al spelling bee, with no real expectations. 
By the end, I was crying. I was cheering. I 
felt so transported, so moved. I had shaky 
hands then, too, but the good kind. It was 
movie magic, the kind I will never stop get- 
ting way too excited about.

In my years on the beat, I met no celebri- 
ties and gathered no scoops. I attended no 
parties. When the schedule came out each 
year, we’d scramble for picks, and I happily 
agreed to review weird little movies I 
thought I had no chance of seeing a month 
later in theatres. I liked the existential 
aspect of the serendipitous Festival experi- 
ence. I also like weird little movies. 

I went to only one big premiere. Penelope 
Spheeris’ concert doc We Sold Our Souls for 
Rock ’n’ Roll was The Osbournes before the 
Osbournes were The Osbournes. On my side 
of the house were platinum badge holders 
with Patagonia zip-ups, (then) state-of-the- 
art flip phones, and Santa Clara accents. 
The other side? As many Slayer fans as I’ve 
ever seen: local, rowdy, banging heads and 
throwing horns, in fringed moccasin boots. 
I liked the movie, but I saw it with the 
wrong people. 

My weirdest screening was at midnight 
in the dingiest room of the Dobie. Climax 
was a creepy, crawly, anti-buddy comedy 
about post-adolescent dudes and their bil- 
ious Bogosian angst. This was 2001 - before 
mumblecore, before the puppyish passive- 
aggression of Michael Cera, before Ryan 
Gosling tenderly loved a sex doll, before 
Joseph Gordon-Levitt was mopey to Zooey 
Deschanel. Indie moviemaking was still 
reacting to Clerks with jokes about jerks, 


their friends’ speech impediments, and 
their Asian-American girlfriends. There 
were maybe 10 people in the room, and I 
was the only woman. 

The lights came on to reveal the room 
even bleaker and less occupied. I felt eyes 
on me. “You ... want to go somewhere after 
this?” asked a voice two rows down. 

“I’m going home,” I said. “I’m the third- 
stringer, I’m married, and I have a day job.” 
I added, “Also, that movie.” 

I also watched a lot of documentaries. 
Documentaries about the juvenile justice 
system, documentaries about the peak-oil 
crisis, documentaries about the patchwork 
ethnic heritage of Texas accordion music. I 
watched the Pixies reunite. I watched kids 
I hadn’t actually met grow up and go to 
summer camp. I watched families form and 
fall apart and reunite. I had a lot of access 
to the stories of people who were brave 
enough to share their lives. I watched a lot 
of movies I probably would never have oth- 
erwise seen, even streaming on Netflix, 
which is where I get my stuff these days. It 
was an utter privilege.

I’ve corralled our SXSW Film coverage 
for eight of the past 13 years. “Corral” feels 
about right; I’ve felt like a horse wrangler 
(whisperer?) trying to determine which few 
films we can champion, and I’ve taken seri- 
ously my small part in helping those films 
find their footing. 

So yeah, it’s been a soul-searching exer- 
cise and also, let’s be frank, an organiza- 
tional nightmare that inevitably sets me 
growly for about six weeks out of the year. I 
don’t have a lot of fun during SXSW, save 
the annual Chronicle- sponsored SXSW Film 


party, where I drink too much and teeth- 
smile like a new deb. I almost never set foot 
in a theatre. 

In 2004 I did. Before Sunset was the 
“buzz screening” of the day - an unan- 
nounced, unpublicized sneak. It still 
seemed lightly cockeyed that Richard 
Linklater had made a follow-up to Before 
Sunrise - An arthouse sequel? What’s that 
about? - but that didn’t mean I wasn’t hun- 
gry for it. I’m a few years younger than the 
films’ central lovers, Celine and Jesse. I 
read about them first in Anthony Lane’s 
New Yorker review; the film wouldn’t open 
in my small town for months yet, but my 
gut twisted with certainty that I had to 
know these people - my people. That film 
caught me right at the precipice of a change 
I didn’t know for sure was coming but was 
foot-bouncing ready for. 

Some films feel like family; Before Sunrise 
felt like first love. So maybe I was guarded 
when I plunked down at the Paramount for 
the Before Sunset sneak; how many first 
loves sour upon revisiting? Instead, it 
knocked me sideways. The final-reel send- 
off of Nina Simone singing “Just in Time” 
felt just right, especially for someone feeling 
upside down (I’d just left the Chronicle to 
feel out the world at large) and forever try- 
ing to catch up to Celine and Jesse. 

Now Linklater’ s bringing them back to 
the Festival with Before Midnight - An art- 
house trilogy? Who does that? - and the film 
arrives right as I hang up my hat as the 
Chronicle’s chief wrangler of SXSW Film. 
Once again, these particular movies have 
managed to catch me right as I’m changing. 
I can’t wait to see what happens next.

These days, it’s hard to imagine South by Southwest without the Interactive Festival. 
For years, though, Interactive was treated as something of a redheaded stepchild in the 
SXSW family, sidelined by its big sisters, Film and Music. It finally came into its own in 
the public eye in the mid-Aughties with a boom of new developments (Twitter, anyone?) 
and attendance skyrocketed almost exponentially, but the Interactive Festival has always 
been full of big thinkers and bigger ideas, whether folks noticed or not (see “Triumph of 
the Wilcox,” right). So as we looked for ways to celebrate the 20th anniversary of 
Interactivity, we wanted to find a way to tip our hats to every part of those two decades, not 
just the highlights from the more lauded past few years. 

Our memories aren’t what they once were (and some of us, ahem, were only 6 when this 
whole thing kicked off), so we needed a more concrete point of reference. We started at the 
beginning and trawled through the 1994 program for highlights. Very quickly, we found 
ourselves sucked in to the hilarious concepts of innovation (CD-ROMs! P2P! See “Back in 
the Day,” right, for more), but our laughter turned to curious nodding when we realized 
how much overlap there was across the years. For example, there’s this gem: “[T]he first 
[South by Southwest Media Conference] has an eye on the past as it steps into the future” 
- an ideal we espouse in our coverage to this day. But, perhaps more significantly, we real- 
ized we’ve been talking about virtual reality, privacy, ebooks, and more for nigh on 20 years 
now, and some would argue we’ve only fallen deeper down those rabbit holes. (See “Plus 
Qa Change ...,” below, for more from Festivals past and present.) 

In another 20 years, will we finally have any answers? Or will those questions have long 
since become hilariously irrelevant? Stay tuned. - Monica Riese

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BACK IN THE DAY 

It’s easy to think of all the biggest changes 
and innovations in South by Southwest 
Interactive history as recent ones - Twitter, 
Foursquare, 2012’s expansion to 15 themed 
campuses - but one only need look at the 
program guide from the 1994 edition to real- 
ly put things in perspective. 

Back in 1994, the Conference program (at 
that point shared with Film) included a map of 
a Drag that homed such Austin icons as Sound 
Exchange, Dobie Theater, Quackenbush’s, and 
Tower Records. All of those have since gone 
out of business, moved, or dramatically 
changed, but Austinites then - and it was, pri- 
marily, an Austin-centric Festival at that point - 
could never have imagined such travesties. 

Here are a few more snippets from that first 
year’s program book - and how relevant they 
are to 2013 festivalgoers. 

• Attendance: “The first South by Southwest 
Film and Media Conference (SFMC) will be 
much smaller than the eighth SXSW Music 
and Media Conference at the Convention 
Center - around 600 people compared to 
over 4,000 - but the spirit is the same.” 
SXSW Interactive has been the fastest grow- 
ing part of the Conference in recent years, 
having exploded from 3,343 registrants for 
84 panels, workshops, and sessions in 2005 
to an astounding 24,569 attendees in 2012 
- with more than 800 panels. 


• Local Business: “We floated the idea to 
local multimedia businesses of offering regis- 
trants a self-guided tour of Austin’s multi- 
media industry, and got what we thought was 
a surprising show of participation. Here are 
18 companies who are doing multimedia in 
Austin.” It doesn’t matter who those 18 were; 
not a single one still exists in town. 

• Smoking: “Can I smoke in the Hyatt? It all 
depends ... You cannot smoke in the LaVista 
restaurant. You cannot smoke in any of the 
panel rooms, but there is smoking in the 
foyer area. As for individual guest rooms, 65 
percent are designated as non-smoking.” 
Austin passed a citywide ban on indoor 
smoking in 2005, so this rule is long gone. 

By entertaining contrast, today, the Hyatt 
Regency, longtime ground zero of SXSW, 
boasts the option of hypoallergenic rooms for 
some guests. 

• SXSW Softball Tournament: “To play, you 
must purchase a $10 barbecue ticket. Buy 
the ticket and sign up for the team at the 
SFMC Information Desk. Or, if you don’t want 
to play, you can still buy a ticket, come out to 
watch and eat fine Texas barbecue. ... Rain 
plan: whiffle ball and barbecue at the Austin 
Convention Center.” These days, the softball 
tournament still exists, and it hasn’t changed 
all that much. There’s still barbecue, there’s 
still softball, and, against all odds, the price of 
entry has actually dropped: It’s now free for 
Music and Platinum badge holders. - M.R. 


TRIUMPH OF THE WILCOX: 

SXSW’S DIRECTOR OF TECHNOLOGY 
PREPARES FOR BATTLE 


“This year we’re planning on using about 
12 miles of ethernet cable as we build out 
the networks to support the event,” says 
Scott Wilcox, SXSW’s director of technology, 
after a swig of beer at the Dog & Duck Pub. 
This brewski and brief hometown interview is 
one of Wilcox’s last moments of relaxation 
before the annual media maelstrom begins 
for those on the inside. 

“I’ll be working straight 
through,” says Wilcox, “from 
February 25 to about March 
20. That’s a bit of a marathon, 
and I try to deal with it with, 
ah, pacing and smart time- 
management. And a sense of 
humor.” And, don’t forget: with 
12 miles of ethernet cable. 

Which is for what, exactly? 

“We build a variety of differ- 
ent things,” says Wilcox. “We 
go into all the locations where SXSW activities 
will be taking place - the Austin Convention 
Center, the Hilton, Palmer Auditorium, the 
Omni, the Stephen F. Austin, the AT&T 
Conference Center, all these places - and we 
bring in a variety of bandwidth through differ- 
ent vendors, using methodologies that range 
from copper to fiber to microwave, and we 
build out these elaborate show networks to 
support all the attendees coming to SXSW.” 

And that’s only part of what’s done to 
make sure every networked thing functions 
smoothly for the approximately 300,000 fes- 


tivalgoers descending on the city over the 
course of 10 days. 

“We have multiple teams of people,” says 
Wilcox, “different people who specialize in 
different areas, ranging from social media 
to video streaming to database operations, 
networking and routing, mobile, mobile 
apps. Kirk O’Brien leads our IT and tech 
production and Pro Media areas ... and 

there’s Melissa Golding, who 
heads our digital-content area, 
which includes social media 
and everything we publish on 
sxsw.com and our other web- 
sites. And there’s Justin 
Bankston, who heads up our 
software division, and he’s in 
charge of all the custom appli- 
cations we’re running - cur- 
rently 25 custom applications 
that help us run the event, 
either for attendees or for internal use, 
comprising thousands and thousands of 
lines of custom code.” 

This is where, over a beer at a crowded 
local, a man might make a joke about clus- 
terfuck algorithms or the technological strate- 
gies required for herding cats. 

“It’s all about creating the best event,” 
says Wilcox simply. “And the best technology 
is technology that gets out of the way and 
allows people to do the things they would 
normally do.” - Wayne Alan Brenner

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sorts to the James Williamson incarnation 
of the band’s Raw Power in 1973. Fat 
Possum, which hosts eight acts at this 
year’s March madness, is releasing the new 
LRthe Stooges’ first new material since 
2007 ’s The Weirdness. 

When I sat down for lunch last weekend 
with SXSW General Manager James Minor, a 
smart guy and live music veteran who booked 
Emo’s in its glory days, he politely fielded 
questions about yet-to-be announced headlin- 
ers with whispers, so as not to start any spec- 
ulation with nearby diners. At least two more 
will surface in the coming weeks, both legends 
in my book. In Minor’s first year as music Fest 
team leader, helping fill the role of SXSW’s 
longtime Creative Director Brent 
Grulke, who died unexpect- 
edly in August, the num- 
bers remain strong with 
some 2,030 artists 
performing in roughly 
110 official venues. 

Also this week, 
SPIN magazine 
announced 
Kendrick Lamar 
for its annual 
Stubb’s day party, 
thus tipping off hip-hop 
heads to the rising star’s 
pair of SXSW showcases. 

My money’s still on Killer Mike 
as the Fest’s best MC, though the lineup 
comes thick with complementary marquee 
names, including Dead Prez, Trae tha 
Truth, Slim Thug, Mystikal, Z-Ro, and 
Master P. On an either similar note or com- 
pletely contradictory one, Tenacious D 
RSVP’d for Austin as well. Waterloo 
Records, for its part, unveiled an impres- 
sive list of SX in-stores, including a signing 
by Nick Cave on Wednesday prior to the 


jUno! jDos! jTre! jCuatro! 


No calm precedes the South by 
Southwest storm. Two weeks out from the 
world’s most talked about music conference, 
and the matrix only now begins to emerge. 
Monday brought the news that Green Day 
will perform on Friday, March 15, at the 
Moody Theater, the same location Bruce 
Springsteen & the E Street Band took 
over for almost three hours at SXSW 2012. 
The Bay Area punk trio, now in its fourth 
decade, also comes promoting two documen- 
taries at the festival: \Cuatro!, a behind-the- 
scenes look at the creation of the band’s 
three albums last year, and Broadway Idiot, 


which details frontman Billie Joe 
Armstrong’s work in the American 
Idiot theatrical production. It was the first 
announced show since Armstrong went off at 
the iHeartRadio Music Festival in 
September, announcing, “I’m not fucking 
Justin Bieber!” and smashing his guitar. In 
the wake of the meltdown, Armstrong entered 
rehab for substance abuse, and the band 
canceled one tour and postponed another. 

No word yet on whether punk rock’s illegiti- 
mate fathers - Iggy & the Stooges - will 
attend SXSW, though rumors have been fly- 
ing given April’s Ready to Die, a follow-up of 


Bad Seeds performance that night at 
Stubb’s. 

Free shows at Auditorium Shores 

stacked up fast, with two of Mexico City’s big- 
gest acts, Cafe Tacuba and Molotov, slated 
for Thursday; the Flaming Lips, My Morning 
Jacket’s Jim James, and Britt Daniel’s 
Divine Fits on Friday; and the grand finale of 
a Levon Helm ramble on Saturday. Recall 
the Lips (also performing at the Belmont) and 
their Parking Lot Experiment from 1997, 
when they conducted a bizarre symphony 
coming from the tape decks of 30 cars. 

Speaking of star power, how about ol’ 
Edward Scissorhands playing guitar with a 
local on national TV? Johnny Depp pulled 
double duty on the Late Show With David 
Letterman last Thursday, taking the chair to 
talk about his new Lone Ranger movie, then 
turning out some slide guitar with Bill Carter

Catch Carter this year on an AMA bill star- 
ring irrepressible popster Ben Kweller, the 
Dixie Chicks-like Trishas featuring Raul 
Malo, and Latin powerhouse Brownout. Get 
there early for a tribute to Brent Grulke, 
whose friends the Wild Seeds will back a 
succession of musicians including Robyn 
Hitchcock, Alejandro Escovedo, Susan 
Cowsill, Adrian Quesada with the Grupo 
Fantasma horns, and Spoon’s Britt Daniel. 
The local music prom begins sharply at 
7:09pm on Wednesday, March 13, at the 
Austin Music Hall. 


Mind Playing Tricks on Me 



Gathered in a South Austin apartment, 

Matt Strmiska, Zach Ernst, and Scott 
Nelson prepare to jam. Bushwick Bill 

ambles in with a beautiful woman, throws a 
leopard skin rug over his shoulders, and 
checks a cordless mic. Time for band prac- 
tice. The trio hits a classic funk groove by 
the Meters, and Bill comes alive: “I’m 
Bushwick Bill/I’m takin’ it back to the days 
when you used to learn something from 
rap!” 

One of the genre’s greatest characters, 
the break-dancing dwarf MC from 
Nineties hip-hop Houston icons the Geto 
Boys (“Mind Playing Tricks on Me”), 
smiles and proclaims, “I don’t need any- 
more processed music. Live music is 
where it’s at.” Bill arrived in Austin for the 
Geto Boys Jan. 26 date at Emo’s and 
never left. Thank his friend T. Murphey, 
a partner at Arlyn Studio who compelled 
him to stay and has introduced Bill to 
some of his favorite local musicians. 

One Monday night, as bluesy dub duo 
Sit Down, Servant was jamming at the 
Continental Club Gallery, guitarist 
Gordie Johnson looked over and saw 


Bushwick Bill grab the vocal mic. 

“He asked if he could rap and just start- 
ed freestyling,” Johnson recounts. 

“It was great.” 

Initially, Bill wasn’t sure about the crowd. 

“There was a bunch of white people 
there who looked like they’d rather be lis- 
tening to Beethoven or Bach,” he says, 
“but they were responding to what we 
were doing, so it felt good.” 

So good, in fact, that Bill was eager to 
record the collaboration. That night 
Johnson, who works as an engineer at 
Arlyn, and drummer Stephane Beaudin 
joined him for a late-night recording session 
that yielded four songs. Bill then joined up 
with another core group of musicians, an 
old-school funk trio dubbed the Disciples, 
who frequently backs soul musicians. They 
too have collaborated with Bill in the studio 
and at impromptu shows. 

The wordsmith says the tracks he’s cut 
with both Sit Down, Servant and the 
Disciples will be the basis for his next 
album, tentatively titled Checks and 
Balances. On his first extended stay in the 
music capital, Bill’s found what a lot people 


before him found in Austin - inspiration. 

“I didn’t even know Stevie Ray 
Vaughan was from here,” marvels the 
one-eyed rapper. “I’m in my own hazy 
world, not even knowing all about music, 
and out here I get to meet real musicians 
where their feelings come through their fin- 
gertips into their instruments, and they 
mean it! It’s not programmed or sampled 
or stolen.” 

His lyrics too demonstrate a new 
freshness. 

“The character people always wanted 
me to be was ‘Chuckle,’ the ‘Mind of a 
Lunatic,’ ‘I wanna die,’ ‘I’m insane’ kind of 
guy. It’s this matadorial kind of mode I’ve 
been stuck in. Now I’m breaking away, 
and they see there’s more of me.”

Every year we winnow the two dozen 
local acts appearing on the initial band lists from SXSW down to a lucky seven, acts already 
beloved by us but ones we haven’t had a chance to expound on much. This grouping - out 
on the road, in the studio, floating around inner and outer space - appears well on its way 
to Malcolm Gladwell’s 10,000 hours of experience and expertise, but we’re pleased enough 
to profile them well before that finish line. - Raoul Hernandez 


Dana Falconberry 

Tue., March 12, 10pm, Valhalla; 

Sat., March 16, 12mid, Brass House 

Escaping to a cabin on the Buffalo River in 
Arkansas has become an annual retreat for 
Dana Falconberry, who moved here in 2005. 

“I can’t really be in Austin for January or 
February because my allergies are so bad,” 
laughs the local songstress by phone from a 
nearby friend’s house. “But this year I really 
needed to write. We have maybe four songs 
ready for another record, but I’ve been need- 
ing to write more and finding it harder to do 
because we’ve been touring so much. So I’ve 
come out here and secluded myself.” 

The Arkansas terrain strikes familiar chords 
for the Michigan native, who attended Flendrix 
College, a small liberal arts school in Conway, 
just north of Little Rock. More familiar yet is 
the natural landscape, which has become as 
hallmark to her music as the exceptional har- 
monies she excavates alongside Gina Dvorak 
and Karla Manzur. Falconberry’s songs flit 
with imagistic beauty and drama, burrowed in 
a world where rustic details unravel narratives 
with glimpses of greater truths. 

“I think I’m writing less directly about 
what’s happened to me, but a lot of it actually 
feels more personal,” she offers. “I’m writing 
about deeper feelings and emotions, but I’m 


writing about it in a way that’s maybe less 
direct and obvious.” 

Last year’s acclaimed Leelanau encapsulates 
that turn. After a rocky experience releasing 
her debut full-length - 2008’s Oh Skies of Grey 
prompted a re-recording of much of the album 
as Halletts two years later - Falconberry settled 
into a sextet that matches the gentle beauty of 
her songwriting, with fuller arrangements that 
shade and expand her approach to oblique 
revelation. Leelanau moves amid an unhurried 
charm, with lulling strings accenting the singer’s 
enchantingly coy vocals to evoke an idyllic aura. 

“Our stage setup had become so com- 
plicated with instruments that we needed 
to figure it out,” she admits. “One thing we 
immediately fell in love with was the magic 
that happens between [Lindsey Verrill’s] cello 
and [Christopher Cox’s] electric bass. The 
band is just so good at knowing what the 
song needs. A lot of times we don’t even talk 
about that. It’s just an understanding and 
respect for the songs.” - Doug Freeman

Shakey Graves 

Tue., March 12, 9pm, the Parish 

Already a triumphant year for Shakey 
Graves, 2013 currently finds the one-man 
band, informally known as Alejandro Rose- 
Garcia, quickly becoming a cornerstone of 
the Austin concert scene. His workhorse 
schedule of local shows keeps pulling in such 
audiences that he’s become one of the most 
reliable draws in town. 

Called on at home, the Austin-raised elec- 
tric bard packs for an upcoming tour. The 
old, off-yellow suitcase sitting in the middle 
of his living room floor isn’t full of clothes. 

It’s his drum set. Graves beats the antique 
Samsonite, outfitted with a floor tom head, 
a tambourine, and a honey- 
comb of sound holes with 
drum pedals under his heels. 

“I used to sit on it when I 
played,” he explains. “Then I 
got drunk one time and stood 
up and it just changed the 
dynamic of the show, so I’ve 
stayed standing up in front of it 
ever since.” 

His percussion became a 
kinetic dance of subconscious 
reflexes: “Because I’m playing guitar, singing, 
and drumming at once, I can’t really think 
about what I’m doing, which is great because 
I can just let my body do the work while my 
mind gets far out.” 

Graves attributes his unique guitar style, 
a herky-jerky fingerpicking of short, chro- 
matic phrases, to not knowing how to play 
music traditionally. 

“I’m still a retard when it comes to playing 
music in a learned way,” he admits. “Which 
has ended up being good, because I’m not 
held back by any particular style.”

Instead, his stomp-and-shake beats find 
harmony in his cranked acoustic guitar for 
a signature groove that underlines his mel- 
low vocal rasp. Dipping his pen into a well of 
ghosts and illusions, Graves lyricizes his own 
experiences with mysterious perspective. 

“I’ve had a lot of brushes with the unex- 
plainable in my life, and that’s redefined the 
boundaries of what I consider 
reality,” he reveals. “I feel like 
there’s a lot of spooky shit 
going down all the time that 
you can either focus on or 
forget. I choose to focus on it, 
and I encourage other people 
to focus on it too.” 

The next frontier for Shakey 
Graves is parlaying his local 
success into national recogni- 
tion. Preceding his busy South 
by Southwest week with a Southern tour, he’ll 
hit the road hard this year, including dates 
at international festivals. Graves also plans 
to record a follow-up to his home-recorded 
debut, 2011’s Roll the Bones, which has gar- 
nered over 25,000 downloads to date. 

The novelty of one-man bands wears quick- 
ly, and after that, they must succeed by the 
same standard of quality as any other act. 
Close your eyes and listen. Shakey’s got it.

Eastern Sea frontman Matt Hines 
completed a monthlong East Coast 
tour earlier this year, returning 
home to a four-year relationship. 

After spending a considerable 
amount of time trying to catch his 
corgi in Zilker Park, he worries that 
their long stretches apart made her 
wary. He professes that being away 
from the city and people he loves 
takes its toll. 

Yet Hines remains eager to leave. 

Tracking over 4,000 miles, 24 
stops, and eight sold-out shows, 
he’s chomping at the bit to get 
back out there. The co-headlining 
tour with Nashville’s Kopecky 
Family Band, who gained national 
recognition opening for pop-folk 
superstars the Lumineers, brought 
in the capacity crowds these former 
Austin weekend warriors have been

Hines. “Depending on the tour stop Si

could be playing for a crowded room that had never heard us, or vice versa.” 

Transitioning from Downtown-venue hoppers to national mobility, the group’s 
core quartet - Hines, Kevin Thomas, Charley Siess, and John Rawls - began 
by upgrading their equipment. The bandleader, for one, bought a hollow-body 
guitar suited for both performance and writing on the road, where cramped 
quarters leave no room for an acoustic. The Eastern Sea also shopped for musi- 
cians after losing two of its founding members to last summer’s sophomore LP, 

Plague, and another whose full-time job doesn’t allow for months on the road. 

“I’ve always been interested in playing music with people who aren’t full-time 
musicians,” says Hines. “Those people have the perspective that I want in my 
music, but at this point, every opportunity that comes at us we have to take. 

“It’s hard if you have too much baggage.” 

While searching for a new multi-instrumentalist and prepping a tentative April tour of the 

West Coast, the band loaded into the studio to cut 
demos Hines wants to begin recording this summer. 

“You can’t make money sitting in your hometown 
playing every other week at Beerland and make it,” 
he stresses. “It’s just a necessity - I have to be 
on the road. It’s now, more than ever, important 
for me to be out and spreading the gospel of the 
Eastern Sea.” - Abby Johnston

“For a lot of people the word Jerusalem 
represents a sort of spiritual utopia. It’s con- 
sidered by many different cultures as their 
religious birthplace/epicenter. The closest 
thing I have to any kind of religion in my life is 
rock & roll. This band is my own ‘Jerusalem.’” 
That’s Jeff Klein. He kicked 
up some dirt here in Austin as a 
solo act before moving to New 
Orleans to work with Greg Dulli 
and the Twilight Singers in 2006. 
While in Louisiana, he started My 
Jerusalem, releasing Gone for Good 
in 2010. Returning to town after- 
ward, late last year he produced 
Preachers, overseen by Jim Eno of 
Spoon. It finds Klein loosening the 
reins and turning My Jerusalem into a band to 
admire. It’s won them opening slots on separate 
tours with the reunited Wallflowers and X. 

“It’s more of a band since making the new 
record,” admits the frontman. “The first record 
was that world between my solo career and 
having a band. It was more disconnected. This 
record was rehearsing the songs before making 
the record. We’ve played 70 shows in the past 
four months, and we’ve seen the work pay off.” 

Klein, whose reputation includes laying his 
guts out in the music, admits there’s less

“It’s less introspective, less me, me, me,” he 
says. “Since I’ve made so many of those kinds 
of records, I just wanted to write songs that were 
a little more general. I wouldn’t say the words 
aren’t important, but they’re less deliberate. 

I gave myself more leniency with writing lyrics 
than I have in the past. I wanted to be creative 
and not be so literal about things. That’s easier 
to do when you’re not writing about yourself.” 
Amid the thunder and gloom of My 
Jerusalem, a bit of sunlight peeks through 
in the form of bassist Geena Spigarelli. Her 
constant smile offers a welcome contrast to 
Klein’s bleak moods. 

“The music makes me happy,” the Austin na- 
tive explains. “Jeff’s finally got his smiley face.” 
Adds Klein, “There have been shows where 
I’m having a hard time and I look at her and 
then I can have a great show because we inter- 
act so well and she’s having so much fun.”

It happens at a moment's notice. A slight nod or gesture, 
and they're off, as if racing to the county line with a busted 
headlight. On stage, Black Pistol Fire choogles with the 
Southern tenacity of Creedence Clearwater Revival and rave- 
up elasticity of early Yardbirds, all hot smoke and sassafras. 
Guitarist/singer Kevin McKeown stomps and hollers, while 
drummer Eric Owen bashes his drum kit like it’s Whac-a-Mole 
and he’s down to his last quarter. 

“We've been friends since we were five years old, and 
beyond that, we’ve been playing music together maybe 14 
years. That’s a lot of history,” acknowledges Owen. “Some- 
times we go on tour and it’s just the two of us in the same 
car, the same hotel room. You really get to know a person and 
the way they think. I can tell with a glance from Kevin where 
he’s going musically.” 

BPF performs as if it’s got something to prove - and with 
good reason. They’re Canadian expats ladling out some of the 
greasiest modern blues this side of the Mason-Dixon Line, 
where the shadows of other power duos loom large. 


“We’re not doing something that’s never been done before,” 
McKeown concedes. “We’re two guys onstage, turning the 
amps up and hitting it hard like everybody who’s listened to 
Robert Johnson, Muddy Waters, early Stones. You can’t even 
control that, but I really do believe that when people come 
see us live and hear the catalog, they’ll see something else 
going on.” 

At a time when the Black Keys are dominating radio, 
television, and the Grammys, such lofty comparisons are 
more a blessing than a curse. BPF has landed major spots 
with Braun’s, MTV, and Pepsi, among many others, a feat 
that’s led to a co-publishing deal with Razor & Tie. And 
the band’s third LP, tentatively due early summer, received 
financial backing from the Canadian nonprofit FACTOR, the 
same organization that footed bills for Wolf Parade, Metric, 
and K’naan. 

“The last two records were done in just 14 or 15 hours,” 
McKeown notes. “This allows us to take our time and see 
what the songs need, to not be so rushed in the studio. 

“It’s really the first time to sit things down and think it over.”

The Preservation 

Fri., March 15, 11pm, Saxon Pub 

When the Preservation ducked into Jim 
Eno’s Public Hi-Fi studio to record its debut 
album Two Sisters in 2011, the band tracked 
13 songs in a whirlwind 15 days. Last sum- 
mer, the local fivepiece stole away to Danny 
Reisch’s studio in East Austin to cut an upcom- 
ing EP, only they took the same amount of time 
to work on just five tracks. Then they contin- 
ued working on them for 
another six months. 

“I’d stay in there forever 
if I could,” says multi- 
instrumentalist and co- 
captain of Operation: Band 
Songwriter, Andy Bianculli, 
who in the past six months 
has rarely talked to me 
about anything other than 
the recording process. 

“There’s got to be some- 
thing wrong with me. In my mind, the songs 
are never done.” 

Bianculli’s affinity for obsessing over the 
pursuit of pop perfection embodies the dif- 
ferences that brand his three-year-old band 
today. What was once a vehicle for pushing 
the inherently disparate songs of Bianculli 
and the more roots-centric output of hus- 
band-and-wife duo Mario and Cayce Matteoli 
has developed into a tightly wound wheel with 


a clear focus, one that pulls 
mightily from Phil Spector’s 
Wall of Sound. 

“We put sleigh bells on 
everything,” explains Bianculli 
of the new recordings, which 
the Preservation plans to 
release in mid-April. He says 
the band also worked to beef 
up the new batch with a dou- 
ble dose of

drummer Josh Wienholt’s 
floor kit, eschewing cym- 
bals for a deeper beat and 
leaving that newfound ceil- 
ing space for the band’s 
four-part harmonies. 

The results left Bianculli 
content but not altogether 
complete. 

“That’s my biggest fault,” 
he says. “I know Woody 
Allen doesn’t watch movies when he’s writing. 
You shouldn’t be paying attention to anything 
else when you’re making a record, because it 
fucks your head up. We were finishing a song 
and Brad [Bell, engineer] brought the new Tame 
Impala record in and goes, ‘Hey, listen to this.’ 
I’m like, ‘Fuck!’

The Boxing Lesson 

Sat., March 16, 10pm,

Paul Waclawsky has a love affair with 
space. “It goes back to the original Star Wars 
trilogy,” he admits. “It just really affected me. 
Space sounds like a synthesizer.” 

Waclawsky’s maintained the Boxing 
Lesson since 2002, when he was still living 
in Los Angeles. Relocated to Austin nearly a 
decade ago, he’s shifted through several dif- 
ferent lineups, April’s Big Hits being the first 
album from his latest trio: Lacy, synth warrior 
Jaylinn Davidson, and 14-year-old drummer, 
Ben Redman. 

Yes, 14. After previous drummer Jake 
Mitchell was sentenced to five years for con- 
spiring to manufacture mari- 
juana, auditions were held, 
and Redman stood out. 

“We have such synergy toget- 
her, which is unlikely considering 
he’s a kid,” says Waclawsky. 

“I’m pretty tired of talking 
about my age,” sighs Redman, 
also the beat keeper for local 
grunge trio Residual Kid. “I 
don’t want to be the little kid 
on the drums anymore.” 

“He tried out against other grown ass 
men,” injects Davidson. “We didn’t hold it 
against him that he was 14, and we didn’t 
choose him because he was 14.” 


N CHRONICLE 
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Waclawsky’s old-school, claiming “Indie 
Rock Is Dead” a few albums ago. Big Hits 
has been in the works for several years with 
producer Chris “Frenchie” Smith. He writes 
music that pays attention to archaic rules: 
guitar solos, what makes sense on side A 
and side B. We joke about putting a sticker 
on the new album that simply reads: “Don’t 
listen on shuffle.” 

“We wanted to do the Bowie Low thing, 
where one side is all rockers and the other 
side was all slow stuff,” explains Waclawsky. 
“Instead, we put the two long epics on either 
end and filled the middle with more rock-y, 
punk-y stuff.” 

Is there a conceptual framework? Some 
grand universe-arching narrative in the liner 
notes? Not really. Running time shakes out 
to 47:47, but that’s just a happy accident. If 
there’s any saga to his music (and his world- 
view), Waclawsky says it’s simply possibilities. 

“The first two songs are called ‘Endless 
Possibilities’ and ‘Eastside Possibilities,”' 
he points out. “We want to take it from outer 
space and bring it back to East Austin, where 
they’re sipping on the sidewalk.” 

The Boxing Lesson constructs scorching, 
Seventies-imbued psych/prog/space rock 
in an era where it couldn’t be less in vogue. 
“It’s genuine goofiness,” laughs Waclawsky.

Updates: The Treasury Department’s inspector general for tax administration 
revealed in January that twice as many fraudulent income tax refunds were 
paid to inmates in 2011 (173,000) as for the tax year 2010. However, the IRS 
claimed that the fraudulent returns it did manage to stop totaled $2.5 billion 
(almost half of which was disingenuously claimed by two inmates). Also, the 
Department of Health and Human Service’s inspector general revealed in 
January that Medicare was illegally billed for $120 million from 2009 to 2011 for 
services used by inmates and illegal immigrants -- neither category of which is 
authorized to use Medicare. 


NOT EVEN A PIN DROP 

Officials at England’s 12th century St. 

Peter’s Church in Seaford, East Sussex, which 
is renowned for its eerie quiet, created a 
30-minute CD recently of near-total silence, 
first as a small-scale fundraising project, but 
later for general sales (since word-of-mouth 
had attracted orders from as far away as 
Ghana). Those who have heard it said they 
could make out only the occasional squeaking 
of footsteps on the wooden floor (and the very 
distant hum of passing cars). Said one admir- 
ing parishioner, “People sometimes like to sit 
down and just have a bit of peace and quiet.” 

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION 

France has seen its wolf population gradually 
increase from near-extinction in the 1930s, but 
still classifies the predator as a “protected” 
species. However, sheep farmers increasingly 
complain that wolves’ attacks are reducing 
their herds. Therefore, in a recently proposed 
“National Wolf Plan,” the government boldly 
gave headline-writers around the world material 
for rejoicing: a national program to “educate” 
the wolves. Individual wolves known to have 
attacked sheep would be caught, marked, and 
briefly detained, with the hope that they would 
learn their lesson from that trauma and from 
then on, pass up sheep and turn instead to 
rabbits, boar and deer. Said one critic, “You 
might as well try to educate a shark.” 

Recurring Theme: As of January, New York 
City music teacher Aryeh Eller, 46, has 
almost reached a milestone in his battle 


with the Board of Education. Soon, he will 
have earned $1 million in salary and bene- 
fits since the board removed him from the 
classroom 13 years ago and dispatched him 
to a light-duty “rubber room” after com- 
plaints of fondling and sexual harassment in 
the one year that he actually taught. An arbi- 
trator had found insufficient evidence for his 
termination, but the board refuses to let him 
back in the classroom, fearing he is a dan- 
ger to students. 

GREAT ART! 

Not Expected to Fly Off the Shelf: Iceland’s 
menswear designer Sruli Recht’s autumn/win- 
ter 2013 collection, debuting in Paris in 
January, included a ring made from a four-inch 
slice of his own skin (removed during recent 
abdomen surgery, then salted and tanned to 
give it sturdiness). The ring (called “Forget Me 
Knot”) carries a price tag of $500,000 - con- 
sidering that the rest of the ring is 24k gold. 

In Russia’s coldest region (the Siberian 
Republic of Yakutia), artist Mikhail Bopposov 
created a massive, nearly 900-pound cobra 
statue (honoring the Chinese Year of the 
Snake) - made entirely of cow dung. Though at 
this time of the year the sculpture freezes, 
Bopposov plans to sell it when it melts, since 
fertilizer is a valuable commodity during the 
region’s short summers. (Actually, this is 
Bopposov’s second foray into dung art, after 
last year’s winged serpent he created for the 
Chinese Year of the Dragon.) 


PEOPLE WITH ISSUES 

Michael Selleneit, 54, pleaded guilty in 
January to several charges including 
attempted murder in an October 2011 
attack on a neighbor, who Selleneit had 
declared was raping Selleneit’s wife -- “tele- 
pathically.” In fact, police said, Selleneit 
had been making that claim “for years,” 
though he had not taken action until 
October 2011. His wife, Meloney, was also 
charged, as she allegedly goaded her hus- 
band on, telling him to “go for it,” and even 
supplying the gun. Both spouses have been 
extensively examined by mental health pro- 
fessionals, and it turns out that Michael is 
the saner of the two. He had been ruled 
“competent” to stand trial, but Meloney has 
so far not been.

Overachievers: 1) Cheyenne Labrum, 39, 
was arrested in Provo, Utah, in December, 
and charged with robbing a man in a motel 
room of $14 cash and a 12-pack of beer. 
Police records show it as the 66th time 
Labrum has been booked into the local jail. 
2) Scott Morris, 40, was arrested for speed- 
ing and suspicion of DUI in Boulder, Colo., 
in November. It was only the 44th time 
Morris had been traffic-stopped -- although 
Morris might be held to a different stan- 
dard, in that he is a Boulder police detec- 
tive.

Joint findings of Great Britain’s Ministry of 
Justice, Home Office and Office for National 
Statistics, published in January, revealed 
that 99 out of every 100 recent sexual 
offenses in England and Wales have ulti- 
mately gone unpunished. According to the 
report (covering 2011), 473,000 sexual 
offenses occurred, with 53,700 recorded by 
the police and 5,600 resulting in convic- 
tions. The lack of official reporting by vic- 
tims is even less understandable than in 
the United States, since government com- 
pensation is available to certain victims 
under British law. 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

A massive, fraudulent test-taking scheme 
spanning three Southern states came to a 
halt in 2009 after going undetected for 15 
years. In February 2012, Clarence Mumford 
Sr., 59, pleaded guilty as the mastermind 
of the syndicate that charged schoolteach- 
ers thousands of dollars to have proxy 
test-takers sit for them in mandatory quali- 
fications exams. The 2009 incident that 
brought the scheme to light was when one 
hired proxy (Memphis, Tenn., science 
teacher Shantell Shaw) decided to take 
both a morning test for one teacher and an 
afternoon test for another teacher, at the 
same location, while wearing the same 
pink baseball cap.

Day Trips

La Lomita Chapel in Mission 
inspired the name of the town 
and soothed the souls of the bor- 
der region until it passed on to 
become a historic relic of an era 
long gone. 

Beginning around 1849, the 
friars of the Oblate order camped 
near the site of the chapel on 
the banks of the Rio Grande as 
they traveled from Brownsville to the iso- 
lated ranches scattered around the region. 
Known as the “Cavalry of Christ,” the mis- 
sion began with five priests from France. 
The church inherited a large section of land 
around the campsite when the owner of the 
ranch died. 

For a time, the Oblates operated a prof- 
itable ranch and farms on the property. 

In 1899, the current chapel was built as 
part of the ranch headquarters. Much of 
the land was later sold to developers who 



named the new town Mission, after the cha- 
pel, in 1908. 

After more than a century, the little cha- 
pel still accepts visitors in a city park on 
a low hill along the river. The adobe walls 
are cracked and peeling on the outside, but 
inside it is cool and inviting with Our Lady 
of Guadalupe looking down on the wooden 
pews from above the altar. 

La Lomita Chapel is three miles south of 
Route 83 off of FM 1016. The chapel and 
grounds are open daily from dusk to dawn.

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A Place at the Table

"We're in denial about hunger in this country," 
says the actor Jeff Bridges, one of the well-chosen 
speakers in this documentary about the issue 


of 50 million Americans who suffer from 
“food insecurity.” Our government is in 
denial, he says, but so are the victims. Few 
are willing to publicly confess their hunger or 
undernourishment or place it on display. And 
the problem is kept hidden as long as chari- 
table food banks and soup kitchens continue 
to disguise the depth of the hunger. A Place 
at the Table confronts the issue head-on and 
offers some solutions. 

’’Food insecurity” - meaning, 
essentially, not knowing where 
your next meal is coming from 
- is a term I was unfamiliar with 
prior to watching this docu- 
mentary, but it’s a nationwide 
epidemic. This film makes a lot of cogent 
arguments about why a country that produces 
food in surplus has citizens who go to bed 
hungry. The problem lies in food distribution 
rather than production, a problem that is 
bound up with agricultural subsidies, a New 
Deal tool devised to help individual farmers, 
but in the present day, has become integral 
to the corporate agribusinesses which have 


bought up and consolidated family farms. 

The agribusinesses, in turn, use subsidies to 
support production of the grains and other 
items used to manufacture processed foods. 
According to A Place at the Table, the obesity 
epidemic in the U.S. began in the Eighties as 
the prices of fruits and vegetables (which are 
still grown largely by smaller farmers) went up 
and agribusiness took over. The solutions lie 
in social programs that not only 
address food disparity, but the 
economic disparities that under- 
lie so much of the problem. 

A Place at the Table puts 
forth a great amount of infor- 
mation in a - dare I say - 
palatable manner. Animated facts, figures, 
and diagrams encapsulate ideas, while a 
strong focus on individual speakers suffering 
from food insecurity makes their situations 
palpably real. However, the strongest point 
made by the film is that hunger is a problem 
endemic to our social system, and it’s a 
problem that will not be served up in a soup 
line, one meal at a time.

Effectively unsettling, Dark Skies is a sci- 
ence-fiction thriller that plays like an episode 
of The Twilight Zone crossed with Poltergeist. 
More chilling than terrifying, this movie’s pred- 
atory aliens are creatures that mostly mess 
with people’s heads prior to abducting them. 
Why they do that seems more related to the 
filmmaker’s need to prolong the mystery rather 
than any innate alien logic - but what does 
this measly earthling know? 

Writer-director Stewart demonstrated his 
prowess with genre mash-ups in his previous 
two films, Priest and Legion, and continues in 
that vein in Dark Skies. Amid all the strange 
and inexplicable events that occur at the 
Barrett household, we also witness a subur- 
ban family in financial crisis - a family whose 
security alarm isn’t initially tripped by the 
space invaders because they have canceled 
their contract in order to cut back on bills. At 
first, the occurrences are harmlessly bizarre: 
refrigerator contents strewn all over the floor, 
all the family photos removed from their pic- 
ture frames. Surely the family’s two children 
must be acting out some personal issues. 
Then the nocturnal sleepwalking, nosebleeds, 
head-banging, and missing chunks of time 
begin, and youngest son Sam (Rockett) starts 
talking about the Sandman, a malevolent 
character he sees in his dreams. For sheer 
Hitchcockian overtones, several flocks of 
birds simultaneously dive-bomb the Barrett 
home in a spontaneous act of mass suicide. 
When strange marks suddenly show up on 
the torsos of Sam and his older brother Jesse 
(Goyo), the agency of Child Protective Services 
is contacted to investigate the parents, Lacy 


(Russell) and Daniel (Hamilton). The time has 
come to curtail the search for reasonable 
explanations, and after receiving invaluable 
advice from a seasoned veteran of alien 
encounters (Simmons), Lacy and Daniel buy 
a shotgun and an attack dog to protect their 
children and themselves in a final home siege. 

Although the plot is essentially silly in 
regard to its extraterrestrial invaders, Stewart 
creates the film’s creepy tone by drawing out 
the events and resisting the urge to make 
them make sense. It would be enough to 
unbalance any family - no less one that 
must consider whether the problem is severe 
enough to spend money on psychological ther- 
apy for their son. Dark Skies is also very well- 
acted, which helps sell the premise. An abrupt 
ending that was probably trying to attain one 
of those last-second gotcha moments instead 
has the effect of slamming the movie’s inad- 
equacies into the face of the audience. That’s 
a shame, because there’s also an awful lot to 
appreciate in Dark Skies.

HAPPY PEOPLE: 

A YEAR IN THE TAIGA 

D: Dmitry Vasyukov, Werner Herzog. (NR, 94 min.) 

As he did with Grizzly Man, Werner Herzog 
has made a new documentary film from some- 
one else’s footage, although to be fair, Grizzly 
Man only used portions of bear-lover Timothy 
Treadwell’s self-recorded video of his interac- 
tions with the grizzlies, while Happy People: A 
Year in the Taiga draws from all four hours of 
Dmitry Vasyukov’s Russian TV series of the 
same title. A largely ethnographic study of fur 


trappers in the heart of Siberia, Vasyukov’s 
four-part television series documents in detail 
the customs and methods of these isolated 
hunters whose tools, routines, and lifestyles 
have changed little over the centuries. Herzog 
culls Vasyukov’s footage to create a 94-minute 
version, which Herzog then narrates with his 
inimitable intonations. The result, however, is 
still largely an ethnographic film. 

Although the trappers use some pieces of 
modern technology, such as snowmobiles and 
chain saws, they are largely bound by ancient 
woodworking customs to make skis, traps, 
and boats, as well as mosquito repellent and 
other things. Herzog’s narration venerates 
these men (and they are all men - we see 
only a few near-wordless shots of the wives 
and children they leave behind when they 
venture out into the taiga). Alone on their 
boats with no laws or government to which 
they must answer, Herzog declares that this is 
when “they become essentially who they are: 
happy people.” This embrace of man as sub- 
ject to nature is a theme that can be found 
throughout Herzog’s documentaries and fiction 
films. Yet in Happy People, Herzog presents 
the idea with pure admiration for men who 
work in this harsh milieu, and conveys little of 
the ironic tone and wry observations that mark 
documentaries such as Cave of Forgotten 
Dreams, Encounters at the End of the World, or 
Grizzly Man. At times, you almost expect Tevye 
to bounce out of the forest dancing and sing- 
ing a rousing chorus of “Tradition.” 

It’s not that Happy People is uninteresting 
- its presentation of previously unknown, dis- 
tant lives is full of lots of interesting tidbits. 
It’s just that the one sensibility of which we 
were previously aware - that of Herzog’s - is 
indiscernible, as if frozen beneath all this 
movie’s ice.

JACK THE GIANT SLAYER

This film has so many things going for it 
and is smart in so many ways that it’s hard 
to figure out where it goes so wrong - or 
more accurately, how it just doesn’t really get 
to any place very special. 

In the ancient past (prior to the start of 
the film), the giants who dwelled in the sky 
battled with humans who lived on the Earth. 
Eventually, a strong and noble king defeated 
the giants, and for a long time peace 
reigned. Hidden away on Earth, however, are 
beans that can grow enormous vines into the 
sky and reconnect the two worlds, as well 
as a specially tempered crown that controls 
the giants and led to their defeat. Skillfully 
detailing a wide variety of characters, Jack 
offers a multilayered narrative that often pro- 
gresses via a carefully synchronized, almost 
choral-like arrangement. In so many ways, 
this admirable effort - which is well-acted, 
carefully scripted, and sports strong special 
effects - is not just a narrative, but an exami- 
nation of stories and storytelling. 

The beans, of course, are taken from their 
hiding place and end up in the hands of a 
farm boy named Jack (Hoult), who trades 
a horse for them. His angry uncle, upset 
over the ridiculous exchange, tosses them 
to the ground. Even though Jack has been 
warned against getting them wet, one rolls 
under the house’s floorboards, and enormous 
beanstalks spring up into the sky after it 
rains that night. The stalks also boost the 
farmhouse up to the skies and take with 
them the princess (Tomlinson), who is flee- 
ing her father, the king (McShane), in order 
to experience freedom and adventure. Jack, 
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Jack the Giant Slayer 


the princess’ smarmy husband-to-be (Tucci) 
and his henchman, and a number of knights 
(including Bremmer, McGregor, Johnston, and 
Marsan) climb the beanstalk to rescue her. 
We all know what is coming next, though it is 
imaginative and innovative in its execution. 
Not just a giant, but a race of giants await 
them. The giants eat humans and have long 
been plotting their return to Earth. They are 
led by a two-headed general - one head cun- 
ning and strong (Nighy) and the other men- 
tally impaired (Kassir). 

There are many twists and turns in the plot, 
some surprise double crosses, and the even 
more surprising early exit of several important 
characters. The giants are evil and the knights 
noble. Although he’s a commoner forbidden 
to marry one of royal blood, Jack falls in love 
with the princess, who returns that love. 

Bryan Singer again works here with 
The Usual Suspects scripter Christopher 
McQuarrie, among other writers. Thus it’s 
especially unexpected that the film ultimately 
seems to be many parts in search of a whole 
- often excellent parts, but a muddled, unre- 
alized whole. A terrific cast, intelligent direc- 
tion, state-of-the-art special effects, a strong 
story, and skilled narrative construction all 
end up being much ado about not very much.

KOCH 

D: Neil Barsky. (NR, 95 min.) 

Koch, a documentary portrait of the 105th 
mayor of New York City, isn’t going to change 
anybody’s mind about Ed Koch. Those that 
revere him as the man who brought the city 
back from the brink of bankruptcy and as the 
architect of a public housing boom will enjoy 
the film’s archival dip back into each year of 
his reign from 1978 to 1989. And those that 
still begrudge him for his blunders in office 
(some admitted, most not), like reneging on 
his promise to keep open a historic Harlem 
hospital and enraging the black community 
in the process - a “terrible mistake,” Koch 
conceded decades later - will only find more 
grist for the mill here. In his mid-80s at the 
time of filming (he passed away on the eve 
of the film’s New York premiere), the elderly 
Koch hasn’t softened or simplified: He’s still 
a bully with a braying laugh, shouting down 
anyone who disagrees with him, and he’s still 
a bawdy wit with a formidable passion and 
patriotism for his city. 

The former mayor is an alert onscreen 
presence, but the film surrounding him is not 
always so lively. First-time feature director 
Neil Barsky and editor Juliet Weber assemble 
reams of archival footage into engrossing, 
time-capsule captures of New York City, ever- 
molting, but the jump-forwards to present-day 
Koch - vignettes of him visiting his future 
gravesite, making toast with jam - happen 
capriciously and are not always terribly engag- 
ing. Much as the answer to Koch’s catch- 
phrase question - “How’m I doin’?” - could 
change minute to minute, depending on wheth- 
er his latest move was brave, bold, or belliger-

Amour provides an unsentimental portrait of the 
indignities of a body - and a shared life - in decline 
in a story about the end-of-life stage of a Parisian cou- 
ple. Curiously, this film by the award-winning Austrian 
filmmaker Michael Haneke, whose work is best known 
for its emotional austerity, is the most tender and 
poignant work of his career. At the film’s core are the 
supple performances by those titans of the French 
cinema, Jean-Louis Trintignant and Emmanuelle Riva. 
They haven’t the nubile bodies and uncreased faces 
we’re accustomed to seeing magnified on the big, 
silver screen, but their vulnerable and unadorned 
presence commands our attention and sympathies 
nevertheless. Younger viewers nearer to voicing their 
vows of “’til death do us part” may find Amour more 
of a daunting, cautionary tale than older viewers, who 
are likely to find in the film a respectful and decorous 
treatment of the inevitable.

Ben Affleck has reinvented himself as one of 
Hollywood’s top-notch directors, and this third feature 
fully proves that the filmmaker knows what he is 
doing.

Latino CIA operative 
Tony Mendez (Affleck) has been called in to help six 
American embassy employees who managed to escape 
when their compound in Iran was taken over by Islamic 
fundamentalists on Nov. 4, 1979. As the CIA contem- 
plates extraction, Mendez hatches a crazy plan: creat- 
ing the cover of a location-scouting expedition for a sci- 
ence fiction movie called Argo. As we follow every step 
of the mission, Affleck’s deft craftsmanship and casting 
instincts are on full display. Not allowing well enough 
to be, however, is the multiple-pronged coda, which 
slackens Argo’s taut pace to a crawl. But I can hear the 
filmmakers saying, in the cadence of the film’s running 
joke, “Arrhh, go fuck yourself.”

Kishi Bashi 

Fleeing New York usually comes at the end of a career, 
struggling or successful. When electro-pop's favorite violinist 


K Ishibashi moved his wife and their child back to his 
home in Norfolk, Va., defeat might have been an easy 
presumption about the indie sideman. Instead, for 
Ishibashi, who now performs as Kishi Bashi, it was 
the catalyst for a burgeoning solo career. 

“It was the best decision I’ve ever made,” he says 
en route to San Francisco. “It was kind of embarrass- 
ing, too, being 36 years old and moving into my par- 
ents’ house for six months. But being outside of the 
city really made it possible to create a record. Now, 
I’m doing better than ever, financially and otherwise.” 

Ishibashi spent most of his career backing big 
names like Regina Spektor and Of Montreal, but his 
migration south sparked last April’s debut full-length, 
151a, on which he acts as a one-man band, looping, 


layering, and producing an avant-pop version of free 
jazz. Currently on his second headlining tour, Ishibashi 
feels he’s finally found his niche. 

“Working alone gave me the kind of creative free- 
dom I’ve never had. I contributed a lot of my own stuff 
in other projects, but I got to explore elements with a 
lot more freedom,” he says. 

Ishibashi and his two touring members have been 
traveling almost constantly since 151a came out, 
including an October stop at the Austin City Limits 
Music Festival. While many newer artists are green to 
touring, he’s well-seasoned. 

“I’ve been around the block in the music industry, so 
it takes a lot of the guesswork out of it. The only differ- 
ence is that now I’m doing it for myself.” - Abby Johnston
